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Most of the jazz and classical nuts in 
town know that Boston is virtually 
unsurpassed when it comes to FM 
programing. For such fans, this summer 
has brought news both good and bad from 
our two prestigious public radio outlets. 
First the good: listener-sponsored WBUR 
(90.9) has just put up a brand-new 
transmitter, 50,000 watts and 100 feet 
higher, one that will spread its signal 
(music plus an astonishing variety of 
public-affairs material) far and wide. 
They still could use better in-house - 
equipment (cartridges, preamps and all 
that) as well as your contributions, but if 
you happen to be, say, a Tatrai string 
quartet buff, a jazz-without-brass 
connoisseur (programing has been 
presented for these things alone) or a 
right-wing, lesbian, ex-con Alan Watts 
worshiper, now you can get BUR easily, 
all the way out on your nude videotape 
commune 100 miles from Kenmore 


Square. 

The bad news emanates from the 
eminent WGBH (89.7). Five years ago I 
wrote that they “alone make owning a 
good tuner and tape recorder worthwhile” 
in this town — which is still pretty true, 


. though you’d never guess it from the just- 


concluded two months of Tanglewood 
Boston Symphony broadcasts. 
(Remember that this has been the best 
season — repertory, conductors, etc. — in 
the last half-dozen or more years.) If you 
pick up this paper the afternoon of the 
day it comes out, Sunday the 22nd, you 
can tune in the final performance — Seiji 
Ozawa doing Bach’s St. Matthew Passion 
— and behind it a steady, high-pitched

Next summer, GBH hopes to run by 
itself the entire set-up from Lenox to the 
Hub, with most of the pristine sonic glory 
we get during the winter from their local 
Symphony Hall BSO broadcasts.

The fat and the lean 


Kishkes sweeter than . . .

B & D Delicatessen, 1653b Beacon St., 
Brookline; Harold’s Foods, 230 Harvard 
Ave., Brookline; Lox, Stock and Bagel, 
150a Tremont St., Boston; The Premier 
II, 299 Harvard Ave., Brookline; The 
Symphony Sandwich Shop, 182 Mass. 
Ave., Boston. 


Kishkes, or stuffed derma as they’re 
sometimes called, are made from the 
intestinal lining of a calf or cow, These are 
thoroughly cleaned and then loosely 


stuffed with a mixture of flour, matzo ._— 


meal, grated onion, rendered chicken fat, 
salt, pepper, paprika and often other 
seasonings. Then it’s boiledeand often 
roasted in a pot with a main, meat course. 
Inexplicably, in Molly Goldberg’s Jewish 
Cookbook of 1959, shortening is called for 
instead of chicken fat; this is a tragedy 
since fat gives good kishkes their raison 
d’etre, which is Yiddish for tastiness. 
Some recipes, like Mildred Bellin’s in her 
Jewish Cookbook (from 1958 — it seems 
most Jewish-American cookbooks were 
published between ’58 and ’60), call for 
farina instead of matzo meal. I’m not sure 
but I think this is also a mistake. 

Of the five area delis that I visited, the 
best kishke comes from the Symphony 
Sandwich Shop, which, incidentally, is a 
fine and friendly place in almost all 
respects. Although a bit more expensive 
than most delicatessens, their roast 
chicken is superior, their soups rich and 
they always have a $1.19 soup-and- 
sandwich special. What makes their 
kishke, which they buy from Meyer’s, so 
special is that they brown it on the griddle 


under a weight. This makes the casing 


crisp, setting off the mushy stuffing. In 
addition, the meat gravy the Symphony 
uses is very rich. 75 cents. 

Harold’s Foods also uses Meyer’s 
kishke but they pressure cook it so that it 


all tends to be soft; the gravy they use is 
also rich but too greasy for my taste. On 
my most recent kishke pilgrimage to 
Harold’s, the casing seemed to have fallen 
off during preparation, which was very 
sad, and took Harold’s completely out of 
the running. 50 cents. 

B & D Deli is my kind of neighborhood 
delicatessen — very simple, very small, 
very good. They use a Hebrew National 
kishke, which is plumper than Meyer’s. It 
is also better seasoned, I think, and the 
stuffing is lighter. As in most 
delicatessens, the order consists of three 
or four roughly one-inch slices. The gravy 
here was adequate, not as compelling as 
the Symphony’s. In retrospect, I think B 
& D’s kishke is in its own way every bit as 
good as Symphony’s, but the crackly 


consistency of the casing at the latter 


preserves its memory more favorably in 
my mind than that of the others. 85 cents. 
I don’t know where the kishke at 


Premier II comes from, but it seemeda _ 


notch poorer than the rest (although it 
has crossed my mind that eating too 
much kishke in one week produces a 
diminishing ability to judge, so woe to the 
last ones essayed). That at a new deli in 
Boston called Lox, Stock and Bagel 
(where Delimaster’s used to be) was, 
according to an official there, made in its 
own kitchen, but it lacked flavor; I 
couldn’t taste any chicken fat. Also, the 
gravy, although authentic, was far too 
salty. 65 cents. 

Okay. There you have it. Don’t say I 
never did anything for you.

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Indictments 
Onthe Hil 


“It's like waiting for a hurricane,” said DiCarlo _ 
just before the charges hit. Now, the waiting is over 
for him and MacKenzie. But what of John Doe?

The whole thing started in Pennsyl- 


vania two years ago “almost by acci- 


dent,” as one senior law enforcement offi- 
cial put it. “Federal investigators were 
checking into this firm’s activities with 
various state agencies,” the official said, 
“when, in passing, a former company 
executive mentioned quite casually that 
‘these things — bribes — are always con- 
fronting our company all over.’ ” 

The firm in question was the nation- 
ally active construction management 
company of McKee-Berger-Mansueto 
Inc. Among its contracts had been a major 
job in Massachusetts — supervising con- 
struction of the then-controversial 
Columbia Point campus of the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts, beginning in 1970. 

-One of the states in which the problem 
of bribes was said to exist was Massachu- 
setts, the MBM official told the federal 
agents. They sought names, dates, and 
circumstances. The UMass project was 


cited. And so the digging began. The US ~ 


Attorney’s Office in Philadelphia trans- 
ferred the case to the US Attorney’s Of- 
fice in New York, where MBM has its 
headquarters. 


Company officials were asked if they 


had evidence of payoffs to Massachusetts 
officials. Indeed they had, they replied, 
and reportedly mentioned a tape record- 
ing containing a conversation about an al- 
leged payoff to a member of the Massa- 
chusetts legislature. The case was trans- 
ferred again, this time to the US Attor- 
ney’s Office in Boston, in mid-1975. 

The case was assigned to Assistant US 
Attorney General Edward Lee and fo- 
cused on two prominent state senators. 
Through information generated by in- 
vestigators in Pennsylvania, New York 
and Boston, Lee was, according to one re- 
liable source, “going to go to the grand 
jury last July, but then had some trouble 
with a witness,” said an MBM official 
who at first had been cooperative but 
later became reluctant. 

The investigation stalled. Late this 
spring, however, Lee took his case to the 
grand jury after all. MBM officials were 
subpoenaed. A number of legislators were 
subpoenaed. Indictments seemed immi- 
nent. Unconfirmed reports centered on 
two of the most popular members of the 
legislature — Senate Majority Leader 
Joseph J.C. Dicarlé Jr. (D-Revere) and 
Assistant Senate Minority Leader Ron- 
ald C. MacKenzie (R-Burlington). 

DiCarlo, 40, heir-apparent to the Sen- 
ate presidency, had been chairman of a 
special legislative commission em- 
paneled in 1971 to probe the MBM 
UMass contract following published ar- 
ticles and a report from the state Audi- 
tor’s Office which raised serious ques- 
tions about the propriety of the state’s 
contract. with MBM. MacKenzie, 42, was 
not a member of the special panel and 
had no apparent role in the legislative 
probe. 

On Monday, August 9, as citizens 
across the state readied for a blast from 
Hurricane Belle and the State House 
began to empty, DiCarlo sat glumly in his 
third floor State House office, staring out 
at the darkening sky. “It’s like waiting for 
a hurricane,” he said. “You know it’s 
coming. All you can do is wait.” It had 
been that way for DiCarlo and Mac- 
Kenzie for over a year: waiting for the 
seemingly inevitable, their reputations 
and careers in limbo, as colleagues in the 
legislature were called by Lee before the 
grand jury. 

The waiting ended on Thursday, Aug- 


/ 


ust 12. At-10:30 a.m., the grand jury voted 
to indict DiCarlo and MacKenzie. They 
were charged with eight counts of extor- 
tion and conspiracy. The indictment al- 
leged that in exchange for the production 
of a harmless report on the propriety of 
MBM’s contract to manage the $150 mil- 
lion UMass project and on the firm’s_per- 
formance on the job, the two senators had 
extorted $40,000 from the firm. What 
started as an aside in another state had 
developed into the most significant alle- 
gation of political corruption in Massa- 
chusetts in a decade. 

The indictment alleges that Mac- 

Kenzie and DiCarlo “did knowingly, will- 


granting MBM an extra 20 percent of all 
salaries paid to additional project wor- 
kers and an extra five percent of every 
subcontract over and above the contrac- 
tor’s cost. As one source in Buczko’s of- 
fice put it, “the more that was spent, the 
more that MBM would make.” In the 
end, MBM’s fee from the state was close 
to $6 million. 

Woodman also alleged that MBM’s de- 
tailed description of its plan of operation 
at Columbia Point was not submitted to 
the BBC until August 17, 1971 — 11 
weeks and two days after the contract was 
signed. 

All of these and other criticisms had 
impact. Rep. Ralph E. Sirianni (D-Win-

fully and unlawfully combine, conspire, 
confederate and agree together, and with 
each other, and with other persons to the 
grand jury both known and unknown to 
commit extortion” from officials of MBM 
during a 19-month period between Jan- 
uary of 1971 and July of 1972. 

In the spring of 1970, after completion 

of a bid solicitation and review process by 

. the state Bureau of Building Construc- 
tion, MBM was awarded the contract to 
manage the first phase of the UMass 
Columbia Point project. The choice of the 
site (a peninsula built upon a filled-in 
dump and jutting into Boston Harbor) 
had itself been the subject of intense con- 
troversy since, buried beneath the sur- 
face, were significant deposits of explo- 
sive methane gas. Students at nearby 
Boston College High School were allowed 
to smoke indoors, but not. outside. Soon 
the MBM management contract became 
as controversial as the site. 

The contract marked the first time re- 
sponsibility for major state construction 
was delegated to the private sector. State 
Auditor Thaddeus Buczko challenged the 
contract on this and other counts. In a 
July 1, 1970, audit of the Bureau of Build- 
ing Construction (BBC), Buczko noted 
that contracts customarily call for pay- 
ment of fees in relation to the progress of a 
project. This was not a typical contract, 
however. MBM, at Columbia Point, was 
guaranteed full payment — 1.53 percent 
of the total cost, or $2.3 million — by 
December 31, 1972, even if the project was 
not completed (which sounded unusual 
indeed since MBM’s primary respon- 
sibility was to ensure that the job was 
done right, and on time). 

Buczko’s criticisms were echoed by 


press reports. One independent, syndi- 


cated reporter, Wendell Woodman — who 
spent significant time investigating the 
matter and called for a legislative probe 
— charged in addition that the contract 
actually encouraged featherbedding by 


throp) grew interested in the matter and 
in early January, 1971, filed an order for a 
special legislative commission to investi- 
gate. By the end of March the order had 
been approved by the legislature, and an 
eight-member commission empaneled. 
DiCarlo was chairman. 

The first hearing was held a little over a 
month later, on May 5. Other hearings 
were held on May 18, June 14 and July 29. 
At the latter, and for the first time, an 
MBM official, president Gerald McKee, 
gave testimony. 

A far-from-disinterested observer of the 
commission was former Governor Endi- 
cott Peabody, who left office in 1965, and 
in 1971, as a Washington attorney, had 
MBM as a client. Peabody had worked on 
behalf of his client to get the UMass con- 
tract in the first place. At this time he re- 
portedly had conversations with key legis- 
lators about the contract and the im- 
pending commission investigation. His 
involvement in the case, once it comes to 
trial, seems inevitable. 

Following the completion of the hear- 
ings, MBM in August sent the commis- 
sion a detailed rebuttal of the criticism. 
And in November, the DiCarlo commis- 
sion issued its report. 

While it questioned “the judgment” of 
the BBC in awarding such a contract, the 
commission said it “discovered no wrong- 
doing” and concluded that MBM’s work 
on the site “can be considered satisfac- 
tory. ” (Nevertheless, as a result of the in- 
quiry, the second phase of the UMass pro- 
ject was managed by the state’s Bureau of 
Building Construction — as Buczko had 
suggested that phase one should have 
been handled.) 

The grand jury indictment alleges that 
DiCarlo and MacKenzie threatened to 
produce a damaging report unless they re- 
ceived a payoff from MBM, and that the 
payoff was made in a number of install- 
ments with MacKenzie acting as go-be- 
tween. 


.. The indictment ch t conversa- 
tions between MBM officials and the al- 
leged co-conspirators began on February 
18 of ’71 — after Rep. Sirianni’s request 
for a legislative probe had been filed, but 
before it had been approved. On that 
date, according to the indictment, MBM 
president McKee “met and had a conver- 
sation with’’ DiCarlo in Revere, where the 
Senator lives. 

A week later, according to the indict- 
ment, a second MBM official, senior vice 
president Anthony Mansueto, allegedly 
met in Boston with a third party to the 
conspiracy, an unidentified and unin- 
dicted co-conspirator whose identity was 
known to the grand jury. A John Doe. The 
indictment claims that John Doe sug- 
gested a third meeting, in Florida. Two 
weeks later, on March 17, still before the 
legislative panel was created and the 
members named, according to the indict- 
ment, John Doe and Mansueto met again 
“at or near Palm Beach, Florida.” 

There is no allegation that money was 
passed at any of these meetings. In fact, 
the grand jury alleges that the first re- 


_ quest for money was made as late as 


August — after the commission’s final 
hearing, but before issuance of its report 
— by MacKenzie. Between August and 

October 14, according to the grand jury, — 
on two or more occasions MacKenzie . 
talked with MBM subordinate William 
Harding concerning a payment of money 
demanded and solicited from MBM in 
connection with the investigative report 


_ to be issued in November of 1971. 


Harding made the first payment of 
$5000 to MacKenzie on October 11, the 
grand jury alleged, and three days later 
met with MacKenzie in Boston. Ten days 
after the DiCarlo commission report was 
issued, Harding allegedly gave Mac- 
Kenzie another $5000. 

In mid-December, according to the in- 
dictment, MacKenzie met with McKee, 
Mansueto, Harding and another MBM 
employee, Daniel Shields, in New York. 
Thereafter, the grand jury states, be- 
tween December 16 and Feb 16, 
1972, MacKenzie complained to McKee 
by telephone on two occasions of his delay 
in making further payments, and, on Jan- 
uary 20, 1972, in Boston received another 
$10,000 from McKee and, on February 18, 
another $10,000 from Harding. 

After more alleged conversations with 
MBM officials, according to the grand 
jury, the $40,000 extortion-bribery trans- 
action was completed by payment of 
$10,000 from Jack Thomas, MBM’s vice 
president for the Boston office, to Mac- 
Kenzie on May 12, 1972. 

More than a month and a half later, the 
grand jury charged, DiCarlo and Mac- 
Kenzie met with McKee at his New York 
office and had a subsequent meeting with 
McKee and Shields elsewhere in New 
York. There is no allegation of any pay- 
offs during the New York trip. 

Both DiCarlo and MacKenzie main- 
tain they are innocent and have an- 
nounced their intention to remain in the 
Senate. As DiCarlo puts it, “An indict- 
ment is but a charge; no evidence, only 
accusation.’’ Governor Michael Dukakis, 
who values DiCarlo as a friend and one of 
his few allies in the legislature, sought to 
underscore that point. “I hope,” he said, 
“that the Commonwealth will accord 
these two men the presumption of inno- 
cence which is at the heart of our system 
of justice.” 

‘The indictments, however, coming as 
they do at the start of an election year

Mansion on the hill: 


Late last month, Boston City 
Councilor Albert ‘‘Dapper’”’ O’Neil made 
a house call on Beacon Hill. At the 
invitation of nobody, and definitely not 
of Mayor Kevin White, Dapper toured 
the 15l-year-old Parkman House, the 
controversial Beacon Street townhouse 
‘that White has had restored at a cost of 
$360,000 and used as a retreat and 
entertainment center. Dapper 
pronounced the mansion’s Victorian 
grandeur “‘unreal’’ and added, “I don’t 
see why any Boston taxpayer can’t walk 
up there any day of the week and ring 
the bell and walk in.” 

The mayor, who was reportedly 
enraged by Dapper’s impromptu tour, 
may be dismayed to know that the 
Boston Finance Commission apparently 
shares O’Neil’s opinion on the Parkman. 
In an August 5 letter to the mayor and 
city council, the financial monitoring 
agency asks that tourists and other 
elements of hoi polloi have the same 
chance as Democratic Party heavies and 
select city officials to visit 33 Beacon 
Street. In the letter, FinCom asks the 
mayor and council to “open the 
Parkman House to the public as an 
adjunct to the Bicentennial 
celebration.”’ FinCom asks that tourists 
be charged a small fee for a Parkman 
tour and that Boston residents — who 
already pay some $30,000 a year for 
maintenance of the place — go through 
for free. 

White press secretary Paula Lyons 
says that public tours might interfere 
with conferences and seminars at the 
Parkman and would be opposed by the 
mayor. Which is too bad, for tourist 
attractions surely abound in the brick 
mansion. Plaques, for instance, might 
be laid next to the canopied second-floor 
bed memorializing a certain mayor's 
one-time vice-presidential dreams as 
well as the time that “Jimmy Carter

Perhaps the best-organized grassroots 
political effort in the state this ver. 
the push by Massachusetts Fair.S 
on behalf of the November referendum 
that would force power companies to 
charge all users of electricity the same 
rate. No political observer has expected 
the state’s business and industrial 
community — which currently buy 
power at lower rates than individual 
consumers’ — to take the “flat rate” 
proposal lying down, and they are not. 
They have established a formal 
organization to beat the ballot 
proposition and retained a full-time 
director for the effort.

Francis Sargent’s 
community affairs director but quit to 
manage the quixotic 1974 campaign for 
governor of conservative Carroll 
Sheehan. 

Charkoudian has retained the Silton 
Company and Richard Nicolazzo 
Associates to design anti-flat rate 
advertising and -hopes to frustrate the 
reform proposal using a budget of 


$200,000. to $300,000. The money, says 
Charkoudian, will come from various~ 
businesses and industries, who 
apparently feel it represents less of a 
cost than higher future electric bills. If 


- the referendum vote were held today, 


says Charkoudian, “it would be pretty 

close.” But he contends that “the Fair 
Share idea has only superficial appeal. 

We will show that is bad for the 
economy and for consumers.’

The focus of Duehay’s dissatisfaction is 
the route between Harvard and e 
Lechmere Squares, a major line which | 
connects the county courthouse, city 
hospital and numerous housing projects. 
Duehay contends that the T has 
underestimated the number of riders on 
the route and cut back service 
unnecessarily. City Manager James 


Sullivan agrees and.adds, “If the MBTA 


doesn’t increase runs, we’ll do it 
ourselves. We think we can run the route 
better.” 

Should Cambridge decide on such a 
bus transfer, it won’t be the first 
community so to rebuke the T. Dedham 
officials last year contracted with 
Hudson Bus Lines, a private firm, to 
take over some MBTA routes. And in 
June, the Massachusetts Port Authority 
began operating the airport shuttle 
buses that link the Logan subway 
station with airline terminals. Shades of 
the Post Office. 


High on the Hill: 
NORML practice 


A new lobbying group has opened 
quarters high atop Beacon Hill — 
perhaps a little higher than most. The 


group is called NORML, acronym for 


the National Organization to Repeal - 
Marijuana Laws. John O’Donnell, head, 
so to speak, of the local branch of the 
group, says it will push for legislation 
decriminalizing pot possession in the 
state. “‘Massachusetts has been targeted 
this year,” says O’Donnell, noting that 
there were 6838 marijuana arraignments 
in Massachusetts last year, 83 percent 
for possession. NORML is the same 
group whose Washington office was 
visited last week by an anonymous 
donor claiming to represent independent 
marijuana dealers who left $10,000 to 
support the organization. One wonders 
whether the NORML strategy in 
Massachusetts will include the wining 
and dining of legislators — or less 


traditional means of persuasion.

_Watchers and wafflers 


The man with the witty eyebrows

Straight-laced Republicans should 
have felt right at home in Kansas City. 
All over town, at dozens of strategic loca- 
tions, more than 460 observers wearing 
numbered_red-and-black armbands la- 
beled ‘“‘WATCH” and carrying leather- 
ette clipboards are reporting on what they 
see. These private volunteers are an ad 
hoc group — Watch Inc. — organized by 
Walt Bodine, a local talk-show host and 
regional director of the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews. Like the 
old Watch and Ward Society of colonial 
days, these observers are by their pres- 
ence supposed to encourage people to act 
with decorum. Each day they release a 
“Daily Watch Observer,” which is com- 
piled from field reports, distilled by 
“Chief Observers” and released to the po- 
lice, selected news outlets and, on a lim- 
ited basis, made available to the rest of 
humanity. 

The reports contained such entries as: 

' — 6:20 p.m. A Watch Observer follow- 
ing the parade reported a property-dam- 
aging incident by the demonstrators at 
the intersection of Allen and 23rd. 

— 9:30 p.m. Gays began to neck in pub- 
lic on top of the scliool bus. 

— Around 2:30 p.m., the police asked 
the Nicodemus Truck with its Bible-tot- 
ing preachers to turn off their PAs and 
leave. They did so without protest. 

— August 17. At the downtown Holi- 
day Inn, a flasher worked the lobby for a 
few quick minutes, then left after being 
put under hotel security surveillance. 

Sometimes the watchers watched 
themselves, as when they stripped one of 
their own of his armband for taking a toke 
in the park with one of the “observees.” 
But not everything they watched gets put 
in a Watch Report, as, for example, the 
arrests of a couple of Watchers for drunk 
and disorderly conduct. By and large, the 
Watchers are a humorless lot. When one 
mustachioed watcher in a waffle-pattern 
three-piece doubleknit suit was asked 
what funny incidents he had observed, he 
replied dourly, “‘Fortunately, there 
haven’t been any. And if there were, I 
wouldn’t be free to tell you.” 

All the observers had to go through a 
series of training and screening sessions, 
interviews and security checks to insure 


_ that they had the appropriate personal- 


ities and backgrounds for the job. 

One of the most unusual must have 
been Harold Estelle, an unemployed prin- 
ter and former member of the Black Pan- 
thers in Los Angeles. Estelle, who in the 
late 60s marched with radical priest Fa- 
ther James Groppi in Milwaukee, feels he 
has kept pace with the times. All his for- 
mer Panther brothers, he says, are 
“bums. They never got out of their com- 


~ munity. If you earn a little something, you 


want to keep it. Ronald Reagan under- 
stands this; he wants to protect Amer- 
ican jobs from foreigners. Ronald Reagan 
is a real revolutionary.” 

“According to founder Bodine, Watch 
will not disband at the end of the conven- 
tion. It will continue to monitor “rock fes- 


__ tivals, hairy labor union disputes, and 


controversial conventions” — because 
“observing has come into its own.” 
* * 

Early commitments to Ford or Reagan 
spoiled much of the fun for many dele- 
gates in Kansas City. One delegate from 
Sheboygan, Wisconsin, groused: ‘No one 
cares about us; we’re all committed to 
Ford; we’re being treated like tourists. All 
I do is walk around and collect souvenirs. 
I wish we had held out longer.” 

Much attention was focused on the un- 
committeds in Mississippi, but isolated 
individuals in a variety of delegations 
have sought to maximize their opportun- 
ities. One. pleasant-faced, middle-aged 
Missouri delegate took herself to the Re- 
publican gift shop at the Meuhlebach Ho- 
tel and bought a-personalized campaign 
button from the J & K Development Co. 
Under her laminated picture was the in- 
scription “Ann Adele Brown, GOP ’76, 
uncommitted.” “You get more free drinks 
this way,” she winked. Just what would it 
take for you to commit yourself to one or 
the other contenders? she was asked. 
“Oh,” she. paused, “Free meals or cash 
contributions.” “Have fun,” said the 
salesman, handing Brown her change. “I 
will,” she responded cheerfully. “That’s 
what it’s all about.” 

The night of the first procedural vote 
there was one abstention in the Missouri 
delegation.

Sometimes the spirit of animosity be- 
tween Ford and Reagan supporters be- 
came an end in itself. Senator Carl Cur- 
tis of Nebraska arose to debate the rules 
amendment, fondly known as 16-C, which 
would have required Ford to name his 
running mate before the presidential 
nomination. It was the first crucial test of 
Reagan’s strength. Some delegates in 
Kemper Arena jousted verbally; others 
bordered on the physical. Feisty Massa-

Suddenly Barnstead turned to a reporter 
and said, “I can hardly understand him.

“He is?” asked Barn- 
stead, shaking his head in amazement.

Sitting at Elliot 
Richardson’s breakfast for the Mass. dele- 
gation on Monday at the Holiday Inn 
were two men in identical striped seer- 
sucker suits. One was a reporter; bald, he 
wore a tie with American flags on it. The 
other was a Ford delegate with hair; his 
tie, too, had American flags and, in addi- 
tion, elephants. A prophetic conversation 
ensued. 

Delegate: “‘Hey, I hear there’s some talk 
about Dole getting second spot.” 

Reporter, with some excitement: “‘Real- 
ly 

Delegate: “Who’ s Dole?” 

Reporter: “I don’t know.”

Vietnam orphans: 


by Susan Abrams . 
“A mother in a burning building throws 
you her child. When the fire is out and the 


mother is safe, does one keep running: 


with the child?” 
Attorney Tom Miller 

of the International 
Children’s Fund. 


Two little Vietnamese boys have a new 
father — Lieutenant Glenn Kohler, the 
commander of the Fort Pickett, Virginia, 
army base. Their mother, Nguyen Thi 
Phuc, lost custody of the boys in a Vir- 
ginia court last month. 

The 2242 children of last year’s ‘Delve 
tion Babylift — separated from their fam- 
ilies in the confusion of the Vietnam war’s 
end, put on the Babylift by panicky par- 
ents who believed rumors of an impen- 
ding bloodbath, taken from orphanages 
which functioned as temporary shelter for 
children of poor families or even scooped 
up from hospitals — are still with us. As 
many as 1500 may not even be eligible for 
adoption. 

A lawsuit to establish the children’s 
identities, trace their families and deter- 
mine their wishes was initiated on April

reece 


29, 1975 after Muoi McConnell and other 
Vietnamese-speaking volunteers found 
some of the newly-arrived ‘“‘orphans”’ cry- 
ing for the families they had left behind. 
For example, the original plaintiffs — 
Nguyen Da Yen and two siblings — had 
been separated from their parents in the 
confusion, put in an orphanage and then, 
against their will, placed on the airlift. 
Frustrated by federal officials’ refusal to 
investigate the children’s status, McCon- 
nell filed a class-action suit on behalf of 
all the children. 

Nguyen Da Yen et al. vs. Kissinger et 
al. has come to resemble an endurance 
contest. Less dedicated lawyers than 
those representing the plaintiffs would 
have given up long ago. On one side are 
the children’s attorneys from the Center 
for Constitutional Rights in New York 
and the International Children’s Fund in 
Berkeley, trying to extract any informa- 
tion about the children. Arrayed against 
them, delaying in any way possible, are 
Judge Spencer Williams of the US Dis- 
trict Court in San Francisco, seven adop- 
tion agencies, hundreds of confused 
American couples and the US Govern- 


| ment, which touted the Babylift as a 


means of rescuing orphans from the com- 
munists. Yet even while the children were 
being welcomed by happy prospective 
parents, the New York Times (April 7, 
1975) reported that US Ambassador Gra- 
ham.Martin had told Saigon’s Deputy

“will help create a shift in American pub- 
lic opinion in favor” of Saigon. The effect 
of press coverage upon their arrival “will 
be tremendous,” Martin is reported to 


have said. 
Last March, Judge Williams dismissed 
Nguyen Da Yes vs. Kissinger as a class ac- 


tion suit. The plaintiffs thus face the im- 
possible task of investigating 2242 separ- 
ate cases. They have gone to the US Court 
of Appeals for the Ninth Circuit, which 
will consider the case shortly. If the court 
agrees with the plaintiffs’ contention that 
Williams erred in his handling of all the 
major issues, the case may be assigned to 
another judge. If not, a 16-month effort to 
reunite non-orphans with their parents 
will probably come to nothing. 

Recent media coverage of the Babylift 
aftermath has focused on “human inter- 
est stories” of affluent suburbanites vs. 
fragile Asians. Evocations of King Solo- 
mon, puzzled by the rival claims of two 
mothers, have become nearly obligatory 
— albeit inappropriate. Time magazine 
still insists the Babylift ““was created out 
of humanitarian motives on all sides” 
(May 24, 1976); Tracy Johnston, in the © 
New York Times Magazine (May 9, 1976) 
concludes, “It’s hard not to think that 
most of [the children] are lucky to end up 
in a middle class American adoptive fam- 
ily.” Beneath the cute baby pictures 


_ which illustrate such articles, some basic. 


issues have gotten lost. 

It took seven months (and an order 
from the Appeals Court) for the Im- 
migration and Naturalization Service to 
begin to make its records on the children 
available to the plaintiffs and court-ap- 
pointed masters. INS treated the case like 
“any other bureaucratic unimportant 
thing,” attorney Nancy Stearns said in an 
interview with the Phoenix. Officials 
pleaded a shortage of clerical staff and 
duplicating machines — out in the boon- 
docks of San Francisco — although the 
agency had been able to process records 
for perhaps 100,000 refugees in only three 
months. Queried by the Phoenix on INS 
delays, Information Director Verne Jer- 
vis of the Washington office declined all 
comment, as he did on a dozen other 
points including the possibility that stal- 
ling might be designed to exhaust the 
plaintiffs and/or to spare the government 
political embarassment. When they were 
finally able to see the children’s files, 
their attorneys discovered that 1500 chil- 
dren “either have inadequate documen- 
tation to-establish adoptibility or were re- 
leased during the greatest time of panic 
during the war,” according to the plain- 
tiffs’ brief. The releases are thus con- 
sidered involuntary. 

The International Red Cross and other 
agencies skilled at tracing families have

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tance. They’re still waiting. Not a single 
child has been returned to Vietnam. The 
State Department first rejected any and 
all tracing programs, later agreeing to 


~ (but not implementing) a plan for adver- 


tising in Vietnamese newspapers that 
some children (no names to be used) were 
in the US. Tracing experts, including 
those who had helped unite all but 27 out 
of 50,000 children displaced during the 
Nigerian-Biafran civil war, testified that 
to be effective one must actively seek out 
individual parents. The State Depart- 


‘ment asserted the new Vietnamese gov- 


ernment would retaliate against the de- 
linquent. parents. Still sniffing a blood- 
bath, dismissing Red Cross assurances of 


protection for all parties, the State De- - 


partment could not, however, muster any 
evidence in court for its fears; witnesses 


for the plaintiffs, including American 


Friends Service Committee and Men- 
nonite staff in Vietnam after the war’s 
end, offered considerable evidence that 
such fears were unfounded. 

Adoption agency spokespersons 
claimed they were also fearful that a trac- 
ing program would reopen wounds of 
guilt-ridden parents or lead to bocial os- 
tracism for mothers with children of 
mixed race. Plaintiffs’ lawyers responded 
that only 20 percent of Babylift children 
were of mixed race and that according to 
US Agency for International Develop- 
ment figures, at least 90 percent of the 
10,000. to 15,000 mixed race children in 
Vietnam had lived with their families. 
The directors of two adoption agencies in- 
volved in post-Babylift problems (Friends 
of the Children of Vietnam and Friends 
For All Children) did not respond to ques- 
tions on their adoption procedures or 
motivations. “The adoption agencies at 
this point have a lot more to lose than the 
government,” Nancy Stearns said, refer- 


“ring to lawsuits from disappointed Amer- 


icans and state licenses; the agencies may 
also face criminal penalties. 

Adoption agencies and the US govern- 
ment alike thus express what can most 
generously be described as rather belated 
concern for the parents of Babylift chil- 


‘dren, especially when one takes into ac- 


count that neither the agencies nor the 
government have attempted to locate par- 
ents among refugees in the US. Are rep- 
risals really to be expected in Montana or 


April 1975: nurses in Sacramento, Californie, with Babylift passengers. 


Delaware? Although Judge Williams, af- 
ter urging by the children’s lawyers, ag- 
reed to notify all refugees of the existence 
of the lawsuit, he never got around to do- 
ing so. Even those refugees who suspect 
their children are here have little chance 
of locating them. 

Where a “second” mother has ap- 
peared on their doorstep, most American 
couples have clung fiercely to their char- 
ges. A few examples must suffice. San 
Shie had to spend $5000 in legal fees be- 
fore she won custody of her child in a Cal- 
ifornia state court; few other refugees 
have such resources. A Doylestown, Penn- 
sylvania couple wouldn’t relinquish two 
nephews to Jeanette Strump (who is Viet- 


‘namese despite her name) although their 


mother had written Strump’s name and 
address on the children’s clothing, tags, 
and even skin before putting them on the 
babylift. Hao Thi Vo, featured in May’s 
New York Times Magazine article, has 
since resorted to kidnaping her two sons 
from a Connecticut man. Johnny and 
Bonnie Nelson of Forest City, Iowa, re- 
fused to return four-year-old Ben (Doan 


Van Binh) to his mother in Great Falls, 
Montana, asserting that ‘‘God has 
brought him. into our lives” and that with 
an American family Ben will “have an 
identity” and “be indoctrinated into the 
American way of life’ rather than “have 
no identity” with his real mother (re- 
ported in the San Francisco Sunday 
Examiner and Chronicle, April 25, 1976). 
Fearful for their safety, Binh’s mother re- 
linquished seven children to the Friends 
of the Children of Vietnam after walking 
250 miles to Saigon with them. Iowa 
Judge L.E. Plummer praised her selfless- 
ness in making “the ultimate maternal 
sacrifice of final separation to insure the 
protection and safety of her children” 
(Los Angeles Herald Examiner, March 26, 
1976). 

Of the hundreds of American “par- 
ents” involved, only one, Lisa Brodyaga of 
San Jose, Ca., has worked openly to aid 
the lawsuit, doing whatever she can to get 
to the bottom of the 16-month-old mess. 
The child in her care, seven year old My 
Hang, still talks of rejoining her family in 
Vietnam: “You take three airplanes and 
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two buses and you go upstairs‘to where 
the children are sleeping and that’s where 
mother is,” she repeats. Unfortunately, 
it’s not enough for a do-it-yourself trac- 
ing program. In an interview, Brodyaga 
said Friends of the Children of Vietnam 
staff members explicitly instructed her 
and other adoptive parents “to disregard 
the facts that [the children] tell us about 
their families” because they “are trying to 
work through all the stuff that’s hap- 
pened to them and in the process they in- 
vent all these different stories.” Brod- 
yaga was advised “‘just to try to interpret: 
them, to understand the underlying emo- 
tions.” 


FCVN gave Brodyaga the wrong name 
for My Hang and first said documen- 
tation on her was in order and would fol- 
low in a week, then pretended dismay at a 
possible mixup, declared the documents 
were with an employee then out of town, 
claimed it had an adoption release (de- 
tails of which it wouldn’t disclose), then 
didn’t have a release. One (obviously 
careless) volunteer then told Brodyaga 
that documents on all the children had 
been burned in Vietnam (to keep them 
from “falling into the wrong hands”). 
FCVN later notified Brodyaga that a 
priest from My Hang’s village, presum- 
ably a refugee, discussed her with FCVN 
officials when he was passing through 
Colorado. Eager to learn more, Brodyaga 
was told that no one had bothered to write 
down his name and that he was then on 


_ his way to Latin America. 


Brodyaga has moved to a neighbor- 
hood with many nonwhite residents so 
that My Hang “will at least grow up un- 
derstanding that she’s not white and what 
it means to not be white in American so- 
ciety.” She fears that the efforts of other 
Babylift “parents” to cling to children 
with living relatives will backfire “when 
the kids get to the inevitable identity cri- 
sis and want to know how they got here 
and who they are.” They may well “turn 
on their adoptive families with a ven- 
geance”’ when the truth is out, she said. 

Asked why there has been so little pub- 
lic outcry about the Babylift, Brodyaga 
cited the national desire to forget about 
Vietnam as well as “an underlying atti- 
tude that the kids have been saved from

When the cops tricked Daniel Sollboy 
out of committing suicide last spring, it 
seemed they might be doing him a rather 
back-handed favor. 

Sollboy was dancing around on the 
Broadway bridge girders over the Mass 
Pike, shirtless and shoeless, mumbling 
that he was about to jump in order to 
“thelp out all us alcoholics.” As cameras 
snapped, one policeman lured Sollboy 
toward the sidewalk with the promise of a 
cigarette while another tackled him from 
behind. They hurried him into the police 
wagon and then to the Boston Detoxifica- 
tion Center, where, as some spectators 
thought, he surely would be dried out and 
set straight — following so dramatic an 
appeal for help. 

If so, it will be one of the few success 
stories in the state’s three-year effort to 
treat problem drinkers like sick people, 
not criminals. 

As for Sollboy’s case, he woke up a few 
days later in Boston Detox with no 
memory of his high-wire act over the Pike. 
And if he’s like the majority of the 45,000 
others who visit detox centers throughout 
the state each year, Sollboy will soon be 
back on both the streets and the bottle. 

Although the 1973 Massachusetts law 


decriminalizing public drunkenness is 


past the experimental stage, it’s clear that 
the state law has progressed only one shy 
step beyond the antiquated system it re- 
placed. It’s even clearer that the current 
state leadership doesn’t intend to take it 
any steps further, largely because of an 
unwillingness to commit any more money 
to programs for alcoholics. It is a law with

an empty promise. 

The old system, of course, was easier. If 
you were weaving around the streets, 
obviously drunk, the cops could pick you 
up and hold you overnight. In the morn- 
ing, depending on what kind of person you 
were or what kind of guy the cop was, he 
could let you go or arrest you for public 
inebriation and take you to court. 

The rule of thumb was four arrests a 


_ year and then you were shipped off to 


Bridgewater, an institution run by the 
Massachusetts Department of Correc- 
tions that traditionally served as the 
drunk repository for eastern Massachu- 
setts. (Today, men still check themselves 
into Bridgewater voluntarily for stays 
averaging nine days, but they cannot be 
sent there by court order.) 

In ’73, this old system gave way to the 
much-touted Massachusetts law de- 
criminalizing public inebriation. On 
paper, the cops now have four choices 
when they spot you weaving along the 
street. They can take you home if you 
have one; to the hospital if you’re hurt; to 
a detoxification center if you agree; or 
hold you in protective custody (i.e., with- 
out being charged) for up to 12 hours. 
They cannot arrest you since, under the 
new law, you haven’t committed any 
crime by being drunk in public. 

But, it just doesn’t work — partly be- 
cause the people primarily charged with 
implementing the new law, the police, 


largely don’t believe in it. In fact, the | 


Massachusetts Association of Police 


Chiefs, along with scores of individual - 


policemen, annually opposed decrimi- 
nalization laws when they came up in the 
legislature before 1973. 

An odd coalition of the police and 
Charles Gawne, the powerful head of MCI 


Bridgewater (who feared getting out of the 
drunk business meant losing jobs) and 
certain organizations of alcoholics suc- 
cessfully blocked passage of reform laws 
for several years. A private group called 
Alcoholism Counselors in Industry, for 


example, which tries to identify and dry - 


out problem drinkers before they lose 
their jobs, opposed the law partly be- 
cause they felt left out of the planning 
stages and partly because of a, mistrust 
many members who were recovered alco- 
holics harbored against “outsiders,” i.e., 
non-alcoholics, involved in drawing up 
laws to treat alcoholics. It wasn’t until 
Representative Thomas McGee, himself 
admittedly a recovered alcoholic, and 
then-Attorney General Robert Quinn got 
fully behind the measure that it passed. 

Police opposition persists: the same ob- 
jections that blocked passage of the 1973 
law now hamper jits successful imple- 
mentation. For example, some cops argue 
they don’t want to be a “taxi service” for 


anyway) or to detoxification. 

Hospitals don’t want drunks, and, if the 
only remaining choice is housing the guy 
in one of the five or 10 cells in the police 
station, the police are very likely to look 
the other way rather than let a drunk take 
up one of these limited slots. When the 
law went into effect, city a 
immediately closed the “tombs,” a 
bed holding area beneath the District One 


center to dry him out, then on to a variety 
of halfway houses and outpatient pro- 
grams to keep him sober and help him 
find work, return to his family, and so on. 


The state funds detoxification centers and — 


halfway houses through the Department 


of Public Health, which then contracts _ 


privately for services in individual com- 
munities. Little local money. goes into 
these programs. In practice, though, the 
system hasn’t progressed beyond the 
drying-out stage — and probably won’t 
for a very long time. 


Boston Detox, the name of the largest G 


(56 beds) of the city’s six centers, sits on a 
depressed street among the rubble and 


rubbish of one of the South End’s weariest _ 


neighborhoods. The homeless roaming the 


streets seem to out-number the residents — 
of the brick row houses that crowd | 


together on James Street near Boston 
City Hospital. 

- It’s a good place for a detox center, close 
to BCH, the local hospital most willing to 


help drunks, and one in the heart of Bos- - 


ton’s homeless population. (An estima- 
ted 5000 homeless people live on the city’s 
streets, many of them suffering from 
alcohol-related problems.) The place 
operates liké some machine that takes 
filthy, shaking bums in one door and, five 
days later, turns out clean and fed 
citizens. The catch is that a few weeks 
later the scene repeats itself with all the 
same characters. The inebriated guy is 


staggering in the door and the same 


underpaid, well-intentioned staff does its 
best to patch him up and ship him out

Take Keith, for example. With a

End’s homeless population. (Because of 
police reluctance to pick up drunks, Bos- 
ton Detox started its own rescue team). 
With the tourist season in full swing, the 
cops already had chased most of the men 
out of the chilly Boston Common and they 
had regrouped around hot air vents and 
alleys near Government Center. 

It was a good night to pick up drunks — 


a storm was coming up and many ‘will 


agree to go to detox just to find shelter. 
But that wasn’t Keith’s reason; he agreed 
to go with us because he was too sick to do 


anything else. 

When he stumbled into the back seat, 
however, he wasn’t really . He was 
too iJ to be drunk anymore. He was in a 
state that the driver, himself a former 
derelict and alcoholic, described with 
some horror: Keith had drunk to the point 
that he was entering the throes of with- 
drawal. Yet he felt he still craved alcohol. 
So he would keep drinking, but every 
drink was rejected by his body and he got 


sicker and sicker. He looked it, too: dried. 


vomit hung on his unshaved chin and his 


hands shook so hard he had trouble hold- 
ing a cigarette. 

But Keith didn’t consider himself a 
bum. He worked about 20 hours a week as 
a dishwasher and had a room somewhere. 
He either didn’t have a family or didn’t 
want to talk about it: Most nights, Keith 
just got loaded until he passed out. “But 
some nights I just start drinking and don’t 
stop. I don’t know why I do it; I just do.” 

His benders can last from a few to 
several days, and nearly every time he 
hits bottom on one of them he’s ready for 


a short stint in detox. He welcomes it: 
“Good people here. They take good care of 
you.” Keith should know. He makes the 
trip to Boston Detox as often as he goes on 
a binge. 

“What are you going to do?” a 
counselor asks. “Turn them away. be- 
cause they went back to drinking? Isn’t 
this better than the streets, or locking 
them up?” 

Boston Detox takes men in at the rate 
of 4500 a year and nearly half of these are

actions. It’s not unusual for a 
person to go through part, or 
even all, of the drying-out pro- 
cess in an alcoholic amnesia). 

Even if the detox patiept 
wants help, there’s precious little 
for the state to offer. 

Mary Beth O’Connell, the 
well-liked director of Boston De- 
tox, says, “We used to say, ‘If 
you want help, we'll get it for 
you.’ We don’ t say that any- 

For good reason. State-run 
halfway houses, the next best 
step on the road to rehabilita- 
tion, are in woefully short supply 
(47 halfway houses statewide for 
an alcoholic population most 
experts guess.tops 250,000) and 
the money to run what is there is 
slowly being choked off by state 
budget restrictions. 

Detoxification centers are de- 
signed primarily to dry people 
out. But a halfway house, which 
houses residents up to several 
months, ‘is a real opportunity for 
the problem drinker to sink some 
roots, to find and keep a job, to 
work out with counseling what is 
usually a tangled family situa- 
tion — in other words, to do the 
things that people who have 
been there say are the impor- 
tant steps to take in order to stay 
sober. 

And halfway houses have a 
record of delivering. 

Carol got into one of the state’s 
five halfway houses ‘for women 


more than six months ago after 


going through detoxification at a 
center on Cape Cod. At 32, she 
was the wife of a military career 
officer, mother of two children 
and alcoholic. 

“As soon as the husband and 
kids left the house in the morn- 
ing, I started rushing through my 
housework. I was the only 
woman in the neighborhood 
whose house was clean and the 
table set for dinner by 10:30 in 
the morning. Then I'd sit down 
and reward myself with a drink.” 

The rewards were many and 
Carol was flying by the time her 
children returned from school at 
3 pm. Her family tried to per- 
suade her just to cut down on her 
drinking: “Learn to have just 
two drinks, then put it down.” 

“But they didn’t understand 
that for me there wasn’t such a 
thing as cutting down. And I was 
terrified booze would be taken 
away from me. It got so bad I was 
hiding bottles around the house 
and even forget where they 
were.” 

Carol discovered the only 
people who did understand her 
problem were at Emerson House 
in Falmouth. Its resident counse- 
lor, Mima, was a wife and 
mother in an upper-middle-class 
home on the Cape who had made 
the trip through several expen- 


‘| sive hospitals but couldn’t lick. 


the booze until she got into a 
halfway house. Now she’s con- 
tent to work and live there, being 
somewhat afraid of the “outside 
world.” 

Greta, Emerson House’s 
youngest resident at 16, started 
drinking when she was 12, in 
imitation of her mother. Which 
meant downing a mayonnaise jar 
of whiskey. Greta’s first drink 
led to the first of many black- 
outs. She used to enjoy respect 
among her friends because she 
was the only one who could drink 
more than a case of beer a day. 
“She drank from the begin- 
ning,” a counselor | says, “like a 
skid row alcoholic.” 


Carer ahd Grete follow the 


pattern set by Emerson House, 
they will join the other alumnae 
who make up Emerson House’s 
80 percent success rate among 
~women who stay there more than 
three months. But the long wait- 
ing list for admission to Emer- 
son House, and to most halfway 
houses in the state, speaks to the 
crying need for more such pro- 
grams. 

There are only 335 halfway 
house beds in Boston, a pitifully 
small number compared to the 
15,000 people who annually 
check in to the city’s detox cen- 


_ters. And the turnover at half- 


way houses is very low — partly 
because the treatment is de- 
signed to last longer and partly 
because, once a person finally 
nabs a bed in a halfway house, 
he’s usually loath to give it up, 
especially if the alternative is a | 
street corner or a return to the 
shreds of a torn family life. 

Halfway houses as well as 
detoxification centers in Boston 
operate at near full capacity year 
round, yet some staff people pre- 
dict it’s only a matter of time be- 
‘fore they crack under the stress 
of both increasing demands for 
their services and shrinking bud- _ 
gets. Both began fiscal 1977 with 
the same budgets they operated 
on three years ago. After an in- 
tense lobbying effort by center 
directors aimed at Sen. James 
Kelly, chairman of the Senate 
Ways and Means committee, 
detox centers won a modest five 
percent’ boost. Halfway houses 
were unable to get any in- 
creases. 

Two halfway houses nearly 
went under a few months ago 
and Joe Freeman, head of the 
state’s alcohol programs in Bos- 
ton, predicts funds will dry up | 
for more programs by next spring 
unless the legislature and gover- 
nor come up with more money. . 
But-instead of pushing forward 
with new halfway houses and 
other outpatient programs, the 
state seems slipping ever back- 
wards into the same kind of sys- 
tem it vowed only a few years ago — 
to leave. Drunkenness is still no 
crime, but in many ways the 
drunk is still treated as a 
criminal. ~ 

Halfway houses and detox 
centers will face a new crisis next 
spring just when they are begin- 
ning to feel the budget pinch, for 
MCI Bridgewater now wants out 
«of the drunk business altogether: 
Getting out means abandoning 
some 250 men who nightly sleep 
there (employee job losses not- 
withstanding). Though people 
no longer can be sentenced to 
Bridgewater for the crime of 
public inebriation, men rou- 
tinely check themselves in via 
shuttles from drop-in centers 
when they are just too sick, cold 
or boozed up to go anywhere else. 
For many, Bridgewater is a pit 
stop on the trip down Skid Row. 

Bridgewater tried to close up 
shop earlier this month, but the 
state had made no provisions for 
taking care of the hundreds of 
men who would suddenly be - 
without even the custodial ser- 
vices provided there. Staff mem- 
bers at Boston detox centers 
panicked at the vision of addi- 
tional hundreds of drunks de- 
seending on them, and finally 
prevailed, through bureaucratic 
channels, on the Corrections De- 
partment to delay closing 
Bridgewater for another year. 
But there’s’no evidence the state 
is making any effort to be more 
prepared next year than it was 
this year. 

Some state officials still toot 
the Commonwealth’s own horn 
by boasting of the 1973 law de- 
criminalizing public inebria- 
tion, proud that Massachusetts 
is one of the first states in the 
country to point the way out of 
the dark ages when alcoholics 
were among the few groups of 
people sentenced to jail because 
they were sick. 

Alcoholics aren’t locked up in 
Massachusetts anymore, true, 
but they bear the distinction of 
being the sole group of people the 

state has officially declared sick

The subpoena was served on 
Wednesday, August 4 — the last 
week of presentations to the 
grand jury — in the lobby of the 
Ritz Carlton Hotel, where Kelly 
had stopped for breakfast. 

Two days later, less than a 
week before the indictments 
were returned, Kelly went be- 
fore the grand jury. He was 
asked if he had met Mansueto in 
Boston on February 18, 1971 — 
the date, according to the in- 
dictment, on which John Doe 
first met with Mansueto in Bos- 
ton. Kelly .also was asked if he 
met with Mansueto in or near 
Palm Beach, Florida, on March 
17, 1971 — the place and date of 
the second meeting between 
John Doe and Mansueto as al- 
leged in the indictment. 

The Phoenix has learned that 
Kelly denied meeting Mansueto 
on the first date, though Man- 
sueto and Kelly are known to 
have met at some time before the 
legislative commission was 
established, and, in-that meet- 
ing, Mansueto reportedly com- 
plained to Kelly about the pos- 
sible negative impact on MBM 
of a critical legislative report. 

It is also known that Kelly told 
the grand jury that he did meet 
Mansueto in Palm Beach on 
March 17, 1971 — shortly before 
the commission was officially 
created. Beyond this, it is known 
that Kelly and Mansueto had 
seen each other in Boston and 
elsewhere on a number of occa- 
sions. ““We’ve known each other 
socially,’”’ Mansueto told the 
Phoenix last week.

Kelly, it should be remem- 
bered, during this period before 
the commission was created, was 
in a position as.chairman of the 
Senate Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to stall the order for crea- 
tion of the commission.

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Footloose

FALMOUTH — A year ago 
last Sunday, defending Olym- 
pic marathon champion Frank 
Shorter won a duel with defend- 
ing Boston Marathon champion 
(and defending Falmouth win- 
ner) Bill Rodgers in the Fal- 
mouth Road Race, which proved 
to.be the premier track event in 
New England. Everyone said 
that Tommy Leonard couldn’t 
possibly top that. He did. 

After all, when the Eliot 
Lounge bartender cum mara- 
thoner had brought Marty Li- 
quori to Falmouth a year before 
(only to have him upset by the 
then-unknown Rodgers), ‘they'd 
said he couldn’t top that, either. 

And this year? Well, both 
Shorter and Rodgers had each 
experienced their disappoint- 
ments in the rain in Montreal. 
After both made the Olympic 
team, Shorter, the pre-race 
favorite, was bested by un- 
known Waldemar Czierpenski of 
East Germany and had to settle 
for second. Rodgers, after lead- 
ing for the first third of the race, 
faded badly and wound up 40th 
in a field of 70. There was, ob- 
viously, no way they’d come 
back and run in a saloon-to-sal- 
oon race on Cape Cod only two 
weeks later, right? 

Wrong. ‘‘Falmouth? I 
wouldn’t miss it for the world,” 
said Rodgers a few days after 
Montreal. “Do you know if 
Frank’ll be there?” 

“T’ll be there,” said Shorter. 

Tommy Leonard paused in the 
midst of his frenetic prepara- 
tions to breathe a long sigh of re- 
lief. “If they hadn’t showed,” he 


“IT was flying to Alas- 
But even Tommy Leonard — 
who in rasher moments has been 
known to discuss borrowing 
Marine Corps LSTs for use as a 
spectator fleet and consider 
propositioning the Secretary ~of 
the Navy about loaning him the 
Blue Angels for a few hours — 
could scarcely have counted on 
another race like this. 


* 

To the casual roadside ob- 
server — or indeed, to anyone 
who saw only the television clips 
— it looked, no doubt, like a car- 
bon copy of last year’s race. 
Given the barest of bare facts, it 
was, in that Shorter once again 
led Rodgers by some 150 yards at 
the conclusion of the Woods 
Hole-to-Falmouth race, that 
both bettered their previous 
times for the course and that, 
naturally, a new record was set. 

In the pervasive informality 
(which sometimes borders on the 
ludicrous) that continues to 
characterize the Falmouth race, 
it was easy to overlook the fact 
that even as it gets bigger every 
year (and the sheer enormity is 
staggering), it gets better as well. 

In the few short years since he 
conceived and promoted it, 
Tommy Leonard’s Monster has 
grown from a field of less than 
100 in 1973 to a gargantuan 
horde of some 2090 runners last 
Sunday — a throng including, 
incidentally, three former Bos- 
ton Marathon winners in addi- 
tion to Olympic gold and silver 
medalist Shorter. It is also worth 
noting that when Shorter beat 
defending champion Rodgers a

year ago in Falmouth, the third- 
place finisher was fully two min- 
utes behind the runner-up; on 
Sunday, no less than ten other 
runners were bunched within 
two minutes of Shorter’s 33:13 
record time for the 7.3 mile dis- 
tance. (Vin Fleming, fourth last 
year, finished 11th in '76, but 
bettered his previous time, for 
instance.) 

And while comparisons, as the 
Buddha said, are indeed odious, 
it can hardly go unnoted that 
Falmouth now has more entries 
— and one hell of a lot more fin- 
ishers — than the venerable Bos- 
‘ton Marathon. This can partly 
be ascribed to Boston’s restric- 
tive qualifying time; partly, but 
not entirely. 

Shorter, for one, could ob- 
viously have run Boston before, 
but has chosen not to; two nights 


rew ... and grew 


after his second-place marathon 
finish in Montreal, in an inter- 
view on national television, he 
bitterly assailed the American 
amateur system and the Boston 
Marathon in particular, charg- 
ing, among other things, that the 
BAA promoters expected him to 
“hitchhike down the Mass Pike” 
to get to the race, whereas other 
competitions in other countries 
provided more reasonable ex- 
pense arrangements, more com- 
fortable surroundings, and (not 
incidentally) more fun. During 
the TV interview he alluded to 
the possibility of running in Bos- 
ton in "77 — “but only because 
I'll no longer be a serious run- 
ner.” 

“It was unfortunate that [the 
TV network] used it the way 
they did,” Shorter said on Sat- 
urday night before the Fal- 
mouth race, “because it was 
somewhat out of context. It 
sounded like I was putting the 
knock on Boston exclusively, 
when I was really using it as an 
example of the whole condition 
in this country. What I meant 
was that while in other coun- 
tries they make it easier for me 
to compete, people here in Amer- 
ica actually make it difficult.” 

Rodgers echoed Shorter’s 
sentiments, adding that there 
was a strong possibility he might 
skip Boston this year — to run in 
a race in South Africa. (“If,’”’ he 
added, ’’the political conditions 
permit it.’”’) The benefits of 
world travel, he stressed, were a 
prime consideration in his con- 
tinuing to run competitively. 
That and the fun. - 

' The fun. That, in sum, is why 


Frank Shorter was here “even 
though I really haven’t fully re- 
covered physically from the 
Olympics,” and that is why Bil- 
ly Rodgers and 2008 others were 
there, with 50,000 more on hand 
to watch them. In the absence of 
qualifying ‘standards, physical 
examinations, and dress codes a 
la Boston — can you imagine 
how Jock Semple would at- 
tempt to deal with a braless fe- 
male competitor running in a 
fish-net top? — Falmouth is, in 
every sense of the word, a peo- 
ple’s race. 

Some segments of the Fal- 
mouth community, on the other 
hand, aren’t sure they can cope 
with it. The increasing popular- 
ity of Falmouth Heights as a 
youth mecca, exacerbated by a 


few confrontations earlier in the . 


summer, had many of the resi- 
dents in a tizzy already, and 
those selfsame people — those 
who don’t depend on selling 
booze, anyway — were hardly in- 
clined to look with favor upon 
anything that was going to send 
thousands of additional visitors 
their way. With a few notable ex- 
ceptions, Leonard and the spon- 
soring Falmouth Track Club 
have frequently gone unsuppor- 
ted by the community in their 
quest to make the Road Race 
what it is. To their credit, they 
have done it anyway, despite the 
fear and the loathing in Fal- 
mouth. 

Beyond the obvious questions 
about such mundane matters as 
who pays the ‘overtime for the 
summer cops, the sheer logistics 
of accommodating the numbers 


have become mind-boggling.

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In the past, the post-race food 
and beer for the competitors had 
been dished out in one room of 
Brothers Four. This year that 
same room handled the press 
alone, while the competitors’ 
party was moved outdoors to a 
field comprising two baseball 
diamonds, with the food (which 
the Medieval Manor’s Steve 
Gentile, assisted, by chef Jim 
Carey and a staff of 11, spent the 
whole night preparing for the 
4000 guests) and refreshments 
emanating from a tent that ap- 
peared to be on loan from Bar- 
num and Bailey. In previous 
years, runners had walked, 
hitchhiked, and driven in car- 
pools to the starting line at Cap- 
tain Kidd’s.in Woods Hole; this 
year a shuttle service utilizing 
Falmouth school buses was re- ’ 
quired. 

A year ago the press contin- 
gent was ferried along the course 
in a Model-A Ford; this year a 


bevy of reporters and TV crews 
drove the course cattle-style, in 
the back of a huge flatbed semi- 
trailer truck straight out of 
Movin’ On. Where Race Direc- 
tor John Carroll once handled 
matters with a few assistants 
here and there; there was now a 
veritable army of green-shirted 
officials and marshals strung 
from Woods Hole to Falmouth, 
maintaining contact through an 
intricate CB network. 

(To the organizers’ credit, 
everything functioned mar- 
velously until well after the first 
several hundred runners had fin- 
ished, at which point many cops 
and race marshals unfortunate- 
ly abandoned their posts and left 
the remaining competitors at the 
mercy of the pedestrian traffic 
on Grand Avenue for several 
minutes until order was restored 
and the course cleared.) .

Well before 11, more than an 


hour before the noon start, 
Woods Hole was teeming with 
runners” in multicolored shirts, 
jogging up and down the side 
roads, out the pier toward the 
island ferries, everywhere. There 
must have been jerseys from 100 
colleges and from as many bars 
as well. Numerous track clubs 
were represented, while some en- 
trants were more inventive: 


(Where else could you see a bona™ 


fide USA Olympic team shirt in 
the same race with a guy from 
the “Muff Diver’ A.C.”?) Two 
habitues of Punters Pub in Bos- 
ton wore shirts reading — on the 
back — “See you later, Joe Con- 
cannon,” an unnecessary warn- 
ing to the Globe sportswriter en- 
tered in his maiden race. 

Over half the US Olympic 
rowing team was entered in the 
race. In deference to his spon- 


_sor, Shorter sported a McSor- 


ley’s Ale T-shirt, while Rodgers, 
moments before the race, dives- 


ted himself of a “Superfoot” 
shirt and ran, instead, under the 


colors ~of the Greater Boston 


Track Club. 

From the leaders’ standpoint 
it was, indeed, deja vu. Vin 
Fleming took the early lead, and 
with a pack of a dozen or so, 
burned out to a 4:40 first mile. 
GBTC teammate Bob Hodge led 
briefly, and at about a mile and 
a half Rodgers, dogged by Shor- 
ter, moved ahead and drew away 
from everybody else. Shorter and 
Rodgers switched places at the 
midway point; from there on, 
Shorter lengthened the lead to 
his eventual margin. The major 
difference between this year’s 
race and last year’s, in that re- 
spect, was 11 seconds. 

Which hardly signaled the end 
of the race for 2008 other people 
who had entered the race with, 
obviously, no expectation of 
beating either Olympian. Among 
other races within the race, the 


most significant was won when 
Joan Benoit of Maine beat Elea- 
nor Mendonca of Cambridge for 
first place in the women’s divi- 
sion, but for fully 40 minutes af- 
ter Frank Shorter broke the tape 
there were battles in progress. 
Some contestants, of course, 
were simply running against the 
clock: an improvement over last 


- year’s time would be a triumph. 


Others took great satisfaction in 
a team performance: the Great- 
er Boston Track Club wound up 
with seven of the top 14 places in 
the race (and as a bonus, GBTC 
coach Billy Squires took second 
in the over-40 division), leading 
Fleming, for one, to conclude 
that “we’re definitely going to be 
a team to be reckoned with in the 
AAU cross-country meet this 
year. Especially if. Rodgers 

runs.” 
But consider: Jose Killelea fin-

communism and they will be 
able to grow up in nice; middle 
class white homes and be given 
all the material benefits that 


America has to offer, so if they 


were taken from their families, 
that’s more or less justified by 
the benefits of their being here.” 

Such benefits may determine 
the “‘best interests of the child,” 
the criterion ordinarily used in 
custody struggles and the one 
which adoption agencies and 
adoptive parents plead here as 
well. Lawyers for the children in- 
sist that children taken illegally 
from their parents must be re- 
turned and that having two sets 
of parents weigh in on the bene- 
fit scale only obscures the basic 
issue. 

Meanwhile, some adoption 
agencies, criticized for their stal- 
ling tactics, claim that the chil- 
dren have been in the US so long 
that another disruption in their 

- lives (Such as returning to their 
families) would be traumatic 
_ and should be avoided. 

Angry, confused, with their 
generous impulses cruelly man- 
ipulated for many months, 
American adoptive parents are 
now being advised by the Im- 


migration and Naturalization 


Service to try to get state courts 
to formalize adoptions, even 
where the INS finds-the chil- 
dren ineligible. It’s a way of cir- 
- cumventing Nguyen Da Yen vs. 
Kissinger, with its probing ques- 
tions and embarrassing an- 
swers. 
Perhaps most embarrassing is 
evidence that the seeming care- 
lessness and opportunism of 
Operation Babylift were just the 
last chapter in a rather sordid 
adoption history, as agencies 
supplied a baby market in the 
U.S. (now dependent on South 
Korea and other countries) for 
couples tired of waiting for white 
infants. Pressuring women to 
give up children to the Babylift 
by playing on fears of commu- 
nism had bizarre antecedents; 
one example will serve. Doug 
Hostetter, now of the Methodist 
Mission to the United Nations, 
told the Phoenix that during his 
three years in Vietnam he came 
across incidents of adoption 
agency staff who provided hos- 
pital care for sick children un- 


der the guise of real concern. . 


When frantic parents were then 


unable to pay the (unexpected) |. 


bill, their “benefactors” then of- 
fered to take care of it — in ex- 
change for a release signing over 
the child for adoption. 

“All the agencies basically 
functioned on the premise that 
the Vietnamese were incapable 
of looking after their own chil- 
dren. Hence it never occurred to 
them to help families keep their 
children,”’ Tran Tuong Nhu and 
Tom Miller have written their 
experiences in Vietnam. Willing 
foster parents were, apparently, 


also plentiful — if one bothered 


to look for them. Well-known 
Massachusetts anti-war activ- 
ists Louise Bruyn and Marj 
Swann facilitated a program of 
American aid to children in 
Buddhist orphanages and spon- 
sorships for children in foster 
homes, but received only the tin- 
iest fraction of support and me- 
dia attention which the flashier 
Babylift gained. Journalist Tiz- 
iano Terzani, in Vietnam for the 
first three months after the war, 
writes in his book GIAI PHONG! 
The Fall and Liberation of Sai- 
gon, that by the end of that per- 
iod “half the orphan population 
of South Vietnam had already 
found families.” The will to ac- 
complish that much had been 
lacking before. 

_ The longer the Babylift issues 
are unresolved, the greater the 
potential harm: to the children, 
to Americans who love and may 
yet lose them, to Vietnamese 
families who still grieve for 
them.

The capri- 
cious coincidences of the 19th- (and 18th-) 
century novel, and the atmospheres of 
Henry James’s The Princess Casamas- 


« _sima and. Joseph Conrad’s The Secret 
Agent, contribute to a study of alienation” 


and futility as contemporary as Martin 
Scorsese’s Taxi Driver. In fact, Travis 
Bickle’s ponderings scarcely differ from 
‘those of Theroux’s timid London ac- 
countant, Mr. Gawber: “The summer’s 
disorder, those hot lazy mobs, made him 


wish for a cleansing holocaust — some 
visible crises, black frost combined with 


. an economic crash.” 


Theroux’s turf is London, not New 
York, but each is a boil longing for a lan- 
cet. Theroux, born and-raised in Medford 
and a UMass graduate, describes Lon- 
don,.where he has resided since 1972, as a 
native Englishman seldom sees: it. Over 
lunch recently in Boston, Theroux 
claimed as much: “London hasn’t been 
written about much, least of all by Eng- 


lish writers. In fact, you would assume 


from English writers that it hasn’t 
‘changed much since Dickens, And the 
trouble, really, with writing about a place 
that has a tradition is that people tend to 
accept the tradition. It’s like writing 
about Boston and assuming that Louis- 
burg Square is Boston. But it ain’t the 
truth, you know. And it’s very hard for a 


‘native writer to break through that kind 
of complacency. Since fiction tends to 


hallow the place someone is writing 
about, we tend to fix it like an aspic. 
What interested me in writing about Lon- 


don is that it does take a certain amount 


of arrogance to write about a place that’s 


not yours. But the more I was writing . 


about it, the more I saw that the things I 
was saying, while hardly revolutionary, 
hadn’t really been stated before. No one 
had mapped the city. Reverence does sort 
of blind you to certain obvious facts.” 
The obvious facts include mounting 
IRA terrorism and an economy in termi- 


nal decline. Frustration infects members 
of every class: the fatuous Lady Arrow 
who reacts to the “revolutionary” theft of 
a family heirloom with delicious frissons; 
Araba Nightwing, the dilletantish ac- 
tress who dabbles in gun-running; 
staunchly bourgeois Mr. Gawber; working 
class waifs such as the moronic Murf and 
Brodie; and the alienated American, 
Valentine Hood. “Perhaps it was futility, 
nothing more, that made him angry,” 
Theroux writes of Murf, and almost 
everyone in this novel is angry. “But even 
angry they were empty,’ ’ the author says 
elsewhere, and this is what The Family 
Arsenal is about: the emptiness of isola- 
tion. Terrorists, of course, live apart, here 
in cells that parody the bonds of family. 
But so does Mr. Gawher, estranged from 
his hypochondriac wife and from a rapidly 
deteriorating neighborhood in which 
brown- and black-skinned immigrants 
seem a lewd threat. A maverick consul on 
the run after having decked a South Viet- 
namese official, Hood is more alone than 
anyone in an alien city to whose shabby. 
confines the Empire has shriveled. It is 


‘this isolation which provokes action and 


at the same time insures its meaningless- 
ness. For-significant political action can- 
not occur within a vacuum, and these are 
all people of the void, echoing an IRA 
henchman’s disclaimer, “I ain't re- 

sponsible.” 
It was isolation which prompted

OBSESSION. Directed by 
Brian De Palma. Screenplay 
by Paul Schrader. Music by 
Bernard Herrmann.

Everything about Obsession is 
hot: Vilmos Zsigmond’s satu- 
rated reds and lemon yellows, 
Bernard Herrmann’s portentous 
score crashing in your ears, Brian 
De Palma’s eccentric camera 
work screaming at your eyes, and 
Paul Schrader’s story of mur- 
der, greed, incest and necro- 
philia. Obsession is about as 
subtle as a knee in the groin, and 
people who demand delicacy and 
maturity in their art wilf’not like 
it. Those who relish raw 
creativity, however, and power- 
ful juvenalia, will love it. 

Schrader (who also wrote the 
script for Taxi Driver) told Film 
Comment: “I tend to write 
things in which the main charac- 
ter is like a lightning rod; and I 
build up an enormous amount of 
electrostatic tension in him. By 
the end of it, there’s almost no 
place he can go; he must ex- 
plode because he’s so charged 
up.” Here the protagonist is a 
rich New Orleans land de- 
veloper, Michael Courtland 
(played by Cliff Robertson). We 
discover him dancing with his 
wife, Elizabeth (Genevieve Bu- 
jold) at an elegant fete in his 
manse. That night, his wife and 
daughter are kidnaped. Court- 
land and the police try to trap 


the kidnapers but they botch it 
and Elizabeth and the child die. « 


The disaster turns Courtland 
into one of Schrader’s tortured 
loners (vide Travis Bickle). 
Courtland blames himself, and _ 
his life becomes a continuing act 
of expiation. He cuts himself off 
from human contact. All he 
builds on his valuable property is 
a tomb in the shape of a church 
in Florence where he met his 
wife. He locks up his bedroom as 
a shrine. To show the stasis of 
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raw 


reel 
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Courtland’s life, De Palma be- 
gins a shot tight on his face and 
executes a 360-degree pan that 
sweeps past the tomb to return 
to Courtland, 16 years older but 
with the identical expression. 
The cut (there has to have been 
one) is invisible. 

The story jumps from 1959 to 
1975 as Courtland returns to 
Italy on a business trip, Visiting 
the Romanesque church of his 
past, he finds his wife’s double, 
Sandra (played, of course, by 
Bujold). He becomes obsessed 
with reclaiming his years of 
mourning, with recreating ~ his 
former life exactly. The tension, 
arising from.our apprehension of 


urge, builds. 

Brian De Palma has said, “I 
like stylization . I like fantasy; I 
like science-fiction; I like creat- 
ing worlds.” The heated world of 
Obsession is photographed by a 
camera eternally on the prowl, 
and primarily from a low angle 
bespeaking De Palma’s Welles- 
ian desire to overwhelm his 


‘quénce is daringly dreamlike and 
Courtland’s neurotic, morbid 


audience. The movement gener- 
ates suspense (what will the 
camera discover in its peregri- 
nations?) and creates the illu- 
sion of a third dimension. When 
we are introduced to Courtland 
and Elizabeth; the camera 
dollies toward their house, 
gliding between people who are 
turned into wax figures by the 
camera‘as it peers incuriously up 
at them. In the main hall, Court- 
land and Elizabeth waltz as the 
camera pans around them. They 
are alive; the others are dead, ’ 
immobile. Or so it must seem to 
Courtland, lost in *his. “lover's 
eyes. The stylization in this se- 


utterly successful, as is De 


-Palma’s rendering of the mo- 


ment when Courtland en- 
counters his wife’s doppel- 
ganger. De Palma pans from 
Courtland’s rapt expression to 
Sandra and simultaneously 
switches to slow motion. The ef- 
fect makes one share Court- 
land’s wonder while recognizing 
the obsessive nature of his gaze. 


De Palma is obviously in love 


with his medium. As Martin © 


Scorsese (his friend and con- 
temporary) once said, “You 
know, you’ve got a fog machine 
— use a fog machine. Got a crane 
— use a crane. See what hap- 
pens. It’s fun.” In Obsession, De 
Palma employs everything but 
his patented split screen. The 
jamming of styles — Hitch- 


cock’s' long tracks, New Wave - 


jump-cutting; a touch of Orson 
Welles’s expressionism, Ameri- 


can B-movie luridness — makes - 


Obsession both familiar and 
exciting. 


‘while ‘watching Obsession has - 


become the focal point for much 
of the negative criticism the film 
has received. For example, when 
Courtland returns to his hotel 
room after meeting Sandra, De 
Palma begins the shot from the 
ceiling and cranes down over 
Courtland’s shoulder to a tight 
close-up of his wife’s picture in 
his hand. The set-up recalls the 
long crane to the key in Ingrid 


iheiiaal s hand in Notorious. 
One can sneer “rip-off,” but 
nothing can deny the pleasure of 
De Palma’s shot. 

Obsession resembles Vertigo 
in both plot and execution and, 
granted, it’s not as good. But it 


_ also resembles Robert Aldrich’s 


The Legend of Lylah Claire, and 
it’s much better than that cult 


’ favorite. I’ve been waiting a long 


time for a film to remind me of 
Vertigo.

His obsession is, in 
some ways, deadlier than Court- 
land's. The movie is filled with 
the appurtenances of wealth: 
stately homes, spiffy ears and 
‘sumptuous offices. They are all 
tombs.of corruption, and Court- 
land’s redemption occurs only 
after he has been stripped of his 
wealth. 

Bernard Herrmann’s score is 
the audio counterpart of De 
Palma’s visuals: swelling chords, 
the same three or four notes ob. 
sessively repeated. In fact, the 
visuals are more restrained than 


music; which makes -Herr- 


mann’s Taxi Driver ‘score«seem 
subdued. The ‘weakest element 


in-the film-is Schrader’s script. 


There are gaping holes in the 
plot, and the incredible ex- 
planation of -Bujold’s. second 
coming leaves one feeling 
slightly cheated. Were-De Palma 
less of a director, such flaws 
would make Obsession less of a 
movie. But he’s not, and it’s not.

Second Sight

Eastern European cinema 
blossomed during the ’60s. The 
Poles made very chic, very 
French films (vide Polanski’s 
Knife in the Water). The Hun- 
garians excelled in sensuous 
cinema (vide Janos Kadar’s 
Adrift) and produced superb 
cinematographers like Vi 
Zsigmond and Laszlo Kovacs. 
The Yugoslavs established the 
great animation studio in Za- 
greb. The Czechs were . . . well, 
the Czechs were the weirdest, 
the most inventive of the lot. By 
1967 it looked as if Prague might 
become the film capital of all 
Europe, boasting directors like 


Milos Forman (Loves of a. 


Blonde, The Firemen’s Ball), Ji- 
ri Menzel (Closely Watched 
Trains) and Ivan Passer (Inti- 


mate Lighting). But in 1967 the . 


Russians rolled over Dubcek and 
his revisionist government and, 
to coin 6 phrase, the lights went 
out throughout Eastern Europe. 
Only the Yugoslavs, like Tito, 


carry on. 
The Czechs were weird be- 
cause they insisted on finishing 
off every gag with a gruesome 
twist, a dollop of cruelty. In Ivan 
Passer’s Intimate Lighting 
(1965), which will be screening at 
_the Brattle Sept. 1-7, a charac- 
ter wants to get his car out of his him 
garage. He finds a hen sitting en 


the hood and presumably trying 
to hatch the car. This annoys 
him and he starts chasing the 
chicken, which has now flown 
under the chassis. His mother 
enters and berates him for mo- 
lesting the bird. Soon the entire 
hen house attacks the garage and 
there are about 40 chickens en 
combat, feathers flying. The 
exasperated man dives into the 
car and drives through the flock. 
Passer cuts to the rear of the car 
and an egg rolls out the tail pipe 
— the kicker to a good slapstick 
routine. But. then Passer tilts 
down to a shot of a- mashed hen 
in its death throes. The laughter 
is strangled. 


Bambas, the director of a small- 
town music school. He and his 
father pick up extra money -by 
playing the funeral circuit. 
“Plant a stiff, make. 200 bricks,” 
Bambas’s jovially lecherous 
father quips. Bambas’s mother is 
an ex-circus performer and his 
wife is tubby and bland. The 
action begins when this menage 
is visited by Peter, an old chum 
come to town to give a concert, 
and Stepa, his cello-shaped girl- 
friend. Bambas is jealous of Pe-

Intimate Lighting is about 


Lighting makes a very difficult 
request of its audience: it asks 
that one empathize with the 
characters while laughing at 
them. Bambas is morose and un- 
attractive. Peter is simple to the 
point of idiocy. Stepa flirts with 
a literal moron, teasing him and 
laughing at his stutter. Not nice, 
but somehow Passer’s huma- 
nism is never in doubt. The 
laughs that come from cruelty 
are balanced by the humor de- 
rived from the family’s good in- 
tentions. When Stepa, at din- 
ner, gives her chicken leg to 
Bambas’s young son and Grand- 
mother replaces Stepa’s drum- 
stick with her own wing, each 
person at the table offers his or 
her own chicken part, creating a 
game of musical fowl that has 
the scrawny bird whizzing from. 
plate to plate in a riot of grudg- 
ing self-denial. 

Above all Intimate Lighting is 
filled with music — at funerals, 
parties and rehearsals. One 
drunken evening, Peter and 
Bambas play a duet on bottle 
and table. The music, especially 
that performed by a string quar- 
tet made up of Grandpa, Bam- 


bas, Peter and a retired phar- 


macist with an arthritic pinky, is 
lovely and exalts the characters. 
The lighting, from which the 


_film gets its name, is entirely 


natural, engendering — you 
guessed it — an intimate ambi- 
ance. One gets to. know these 
people in the round. A pro- 
foundly human film, Intimate 
Lighting glows.

BUGS BUNNY SUPER- 
STAR. Produced and directed 
by Larry Jackson with the 
assistance of Martha Pinson 
and Terry Corey. Suburbs. 


By the end of World War II, 
the Warner Brothers cartoon stu- 
dios at the film lot bungalow 
known as Termite Terrace were 
producing animations that ri- 
valed the great Disney’s in popu- 
larity. Why? And why look again 
at the histrionics of Bugs Bunny, 


Daffy Duck, Porky Pig, Elmer 


Fudd et al.? Warner Brothers’ 
drawing is dwarfed by the ex- 
pertise of the Disney studios,. 
and for imaginative gags and use 
of the medium, Pat Sullivan’s 
Felix the Cat and Max Filei- 


_scher’s Betty Boop have never 


been surpassed — not to men- 
tion the pioneering of Len Lye 
and Oskar Fischinger. So what 
did. Warners’ have besides ter- 
mites? The answer is character. 
Betty Boop was just sexy, Felix 
was just slippery, Popeye was 
just a vegetarian, Donald Duck 
was just irritable, and the very 
name of Mickey Mouse has come 
to denote simplemindedness. In 
contrast to these one-dimen- 
sional characters, Warners’ gave 
us creations like Tweety, whose 
cherubic innocence masked guile 
and cunning; Daffy Duck, a 
proud, scatter-brained mis- 
chief-maker whose ‘‘hoo-hoo- 


. hoo” was an outburst of mad, al- 


most sadistic delight; Foghorn 
Leghorn, the urbane Kentucky 
fried rooster; Porky Pig, whose 
stuttering tumbled from a gentle 
_,soul wracked by the frustrations 
_.0f.asenseless world. And above 


_ all, there was Bugs Bunny, a dis- 


: tillation of the American ideal of 


_ the ’30s and ’40s into one furry, 


long-eared package. 

These thoughts are oc- 
casioned, of course, by the ap- 
pearance of Bugs Bunny, Super- 
star, a compilation of nine War- 
ners’ cartoons interspliced with 
documentary footage of such 
animators as Bob Clampett, Tex 
Avery, Chuck Jones, and Fritz 
Freleng at work and play. Put to- 
gether by Larry Jackson (long 
the man behind Cambridge’s Or- 
son Welles Cinema and cur- 
rently a vice president and pro- 
gram director of Cate Enter- 
prises), Martha Pinson, and 
Terry Corey, and narrated in 
part by Orson Welles, this is far 
from a satisfying package. While 
not totally unenlightening, much 
of the documentary footage is 
dross — endless fast-motion se- 
quences of the animators cavort- 
ing around the back lot, ogling 
‘starlets and acting out their gags 
— and it is distributed so that a 
long string of lesser cartoons are 
tediously clumped together at 
the end. Nor is the selection of 
animations entirely distin- 
guished. There are at least three 
gems: a spoof on Hollywood and 
the Oscars called ‘‘What’s 
Cookin, Doc?”’, a monster movie 
entitled “Hair-Raising Hare,” 
and a musical number that has 
Bugs at the piano as “Rhapsody 


Rabbit.” But much of this is 


overfamiliar, redundant fare: 
endless hunters, chases, scenes 
of Elmer or Porky being out- 
maneuvered once again by the 
scwewy wabbit or the deranged 
duck. Far more fascinating selec- 
tions remain buried in the War- 
‘ners vaults, including what I had 
most hoped to see here: the series 
of wartime Daffy Duck cartoons 
in which our feathered friend is 
beleaguered by none other than 
Hitler himself. 

Still, it is good to have Bugs on 
display, if only to view once 
again the many dazzling facets 
of his character. Here is Ameri- 
ca’s answer te danger and death: 


flout them, laugh at them, fool 
them, egg them on, answer 
power with ingenuity and death 
with laughter strident enough to 
drown it out. Bugs psychs out his 
adversaries, whipping them into 
a rage, only to engender their re- 
morse with a melodramatic 
death scene. Sassy, sadistic, 
vain, and full of bluff, he re- 
minds us that from Davy 
Crockett to The Sting, Ameri- 
ca’s favorite heroes have been 
con artists. But Bugs’s con goes a 
step farther. Besides the ever- 
available stick of TNT, he has 
one othér ace in the hole: he can 
turn into a woman, anid does so 
frequently. His most pungent 
last word is not the gunshot or 
dynamite explosion: it’s always a 
big, splashy, very female kiss on 
Fudd’s astonished lips before, 
lashes fluttering, he pirouettes 


“away, Swan Lake-style. A fit- 


ting coup de grace in Bugs’s 
America, where you never hit a 
woman, where only the slick sur- 
vive, and where war bonds could 
be sold by a cotton-tailed wise- 
acre whose trademark was the 
open-ended, even disturbingly 
metaphysical query, ‘“What’s 
up, Doc?”

Much of Off the Wall’s new 


program Auteurs: Six Short 
Stories is familiar fare. Richard 
_Lester’s flimsy Goon show Run- 
ning, Jumping, Standing. Still 
(1959) has been a frequent 
comedy entry; Fellini’s lavish, 
self-parodistic, and finally rather 
empty Toby Dammit plays often 
as part of the 1969 Poe an- 
thology Spirits of the Dead 


(along with segments by Louis 


Malle and Roger Vadim); and 


Godard’s All Boys Are Called ; 


‘Patrick, the finest film in the 


program turned up in Off the = 


Wall’s last grouping of shorts by 
famed feature directors; then, as 
now, it made most of the others 
look amateurish by comparison. 

These three shorts seem in- 
tense, almost schematic distil- 
lations of the whole of their di- 
rectors’ oeuvre: Lester’s is full of 
very fast, goofy sight gags, boffo 
non sequiturs and plot-take-the- 
hindmost atmosphere; Fellini’s 
abounds in rich colors and cos- 
tumery, evocative faces peering 
into the camera, blinding lights, 
vertiginous pans and tracking 
shots, incomprehensible and 
vaguely obscene conversation, 
pungent images of inner torture; 
Godard’s is literate, witty, in 
awe of the pettiness and power of 
woman, bursting with radios, 
posters, book titles, brand 
names, pop songs, consumer 
icons, ironies of relationship, du- 
plicity, betrayal. 

Perhaps the most quintessen- 
tial film of the collection, how- 
ever, is Claude Chabrol’s La Mu- 
ette, an episode from the an- 
thology Paris Vu par 6. Of 
course, essence of Chabrol is eas- 
ily defined: food, death, the 
peculiarities of bourgeois moral- 
ity and the ambiguity of guilt. 
Chabrol’s style is, here as al- 
ways, mordantly humorous, his 
narrative crisp, his climax 
bloody, elegant, and oddly 
muted. In La Muette, Chabrol 
and his wife, Stephane Audran, 
play an upper middle-class 
couple who punctuate their 
meals with grisly bickering over 
the death penalty, car acci- 
dents, and cutthroat business 


deals. It’s enough to drive their 


Terence Stamp (right) in Toby Dammit 


already violent son (Gilles Chus- 
seau) up the wall. He decides the 
solution lies in ear plugs, and 
with them installed, he is able to 
view his parents as mutes: in- 
deed, a wall of silence now cush- 
ions him against all the irritants 
of his existence. The mute of the 
title, however, is his mother, 
who, inevitably, has a little ac- 
cident. La Muette is a small 
jewel: immaculately structured, 
keenly observed, and, not unex- 
pectedly, perversely limited in 
subject matter. 

Roman Polanski’s six shorts 
are frequently shown and de- 
servedly famous, but his fifth, 
The Fat and the Lean (1961), is 
at once one of his most refined 
and least interesting. Most of 
Polanski’s films concern power 
struggles, whether for the pos- 
session of a child (Rosemary’s 
Baby, Chinatown), one’s own 
psyche (The Tenant and, argu- 
ably, Repulsion), or dominance 
in complex relationships (Knife 
in the Water, Cul-de-Sac). Most 
of his shorts explore the latter 


theme, and The Fat and the : 


Lean is no exception: we ob- 
serve the clash of a Pierrot-like 
slave (played with astonishing 
mimic skill by Polanski) and his 


brutish master. Through a 
Brechtian dissection of the poli- 
tics of their rapport, we are able 
to discern the master’s tactics. 
Each time the slave attempts to 
leave, the master extends this 
ruse: he offers him a boon, then 
chains him to it until the slave 
despairs, then releases him from 
it so that the slave, in gratitude, 
finds a way to make do. Flaw- 
lessly photographed, the film 
nevertheless seems only an exer- 


_cise and so suffers from a cer- 


tain emotional aridity. 

- Finally, there is Robert (Le 
Secret) Enrico’s Allegro Ma Non 
Troppo, which looks typical of 
its director only in its dark, al- 
most sinister color, and its su- 
perlative editing (by Enrico). An 
indictment in extreme fast-mo- 
tion and time-lapse photog- 
raphy (interrupted by depress- 
ing stills) of urban life, its pixil- 
lated views of traffic, depart- 
ment stores, nightclubs, thea- 
ter, sidewalk scenes, etc. are af- 
fecting; one seems to be looking 
into these experiences as if from 
an impossibly objective van- 
tage. But the view is colored by 
Enrico’s pessimism. What we 
really watch are human activi- 


‘ties divested of their humanity 
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by the collapse of time. Allegro 
attempts a portrait of man as 
mechanism, yet, although hu- 


man mechanicality is certainly a — 


viable . notion, Enrico’s film 
tricks us into agreement; its 
techniques are as superficial as 
they are effective. This is a dis- 
turbing film nevertheless, and 
the rhythm of its editing is quite 
musical. 


Belly flop

Cannonball, starring David 
Carradine, has been released hot 
on the treads of The Gumball 
Rally, a tongue-in-screech farce 
about a New-York-to-California 
auto race. While differing in tone 
(it tries to be serious rather than 
funny), Cannonball makes only 
one major plot alteration: its 
race runs from California to New 
York. Director Paul Bartel uses 
this reverse manifest destiny as a 
backdrop for his characters’ re- 
lentless dreams of victory, and 
although his film is marred by 


out-of-place violence and visual . 


inconsistencies, Bartel still 
manages to supply some gut 
emotion. 

Carradine plays Cannonball, a 
well-known racer/convict who 
sleeps with his parole officer be- 
fore taking her along on the road. 
Grinning and glaring at him are 
a half-dozen other pedal-happy 
competitors, including a frus- 
trated country-western singer 
and his mother, a German 
speedster who swears at state 
police cars in his native lan- 
guage, and a young black who is

“delivering” a wealthy couple’s | 


Lincoln to a New York hotel. 
Then there is Cannonball’s 
nemesis, a sandy-haired tough 
who shoots at his opponents’ 
tires and rams their fenders in 
true Bullitt (not to mention Ben 
Hur) style. 

The narrative jumps from car 
to car and plays on the charac- 
ters’ varying visions of the race. 
In this sense, Bartel comes close 
to achieving a Nashville-in- 
motion, but interesting conflicts 
are infringed upon by the 
“theavies” behind the scenes who 
have no right being there. Bar- 
tel himself plays a debonair 
gambler who bets lots on Can- 
nonball — naturally, he has his 
goons ready to secure victory. 
Thus, intruding on a daring, 
enjoyable trip are closed-door 
meetings bathed in diabolical 
light, an overlong human-as- 
punching-bag scene, and the 
corniest lines of the film. Bar- 
tel’s annoying subplot is cli- 
maxed by a sniper bullet which 
provokes a 20-car pileup on the 
New Jersey Turnpike. Audiences 
presumably like to see blood and 
exploding chassis, but to slap 
them in without any regard for 
characters we’ve spent two hours 
identifying with is pure hack 
work. 

Still worse is the carelessness 
with which the film was shot. 
That there are palm trees and 
snow-capped mountains in New 
Jersey will be news to most of us. 
Even the victory circle, a “New 
York” parking lot, is dotted with 


California license plates. The 


camerawork is typically slick, 
mounting a barrage of wheels-in- 
gravel wide angle shots, but not 
even a Haskell Wexler could 
compensate for such production 
errors. 

At the end of the 1 movie, Can- 
nonball flaunts his integrity by 
refusing the prize money, but no 
twist of morals could have saved 
this film, which is merely a pawn 
in Hollywood’s game of automo- 
tive one-upmanship (as well as a 
rear-view mirror reflection of 
Death Race 2000, Bartel and 
Carradine’s earlier opus). Bar- 
tel’s next effort? Frankencar — 
half man, half automobile. And 
be on the lookout for those gum-

As recently as six months ago 
the 1369, a small and hospitable 
club in Inman Square, Cam- 
bridge, looked from the outside 
to be the sort of place that sages 
of saloon society term “‘a bucket 
of blood.” In fact, the room, once 
simply a bar with pool table and 
jukebox, has had its share of 
grog-induced differences of 
opinion. “Oh, yeah, it could get a 
little rough in here,” recalled 23- 
year-old Rick Merrigan, who, 


with his older brother John, 26, ~ 


operates the place. “But back in 
February we decided to go to an 
all-jazz policy and it’s been 
great. No fights and a lot of good 
music.” 

The 1369, like Michael’s and 
Pooh’s Pub in Boston, presents a 
spate of good local players seven 
nights a week while charging its 
patrons no cover. On any given 
evening, one can walk in, order a 
Molson and hear interesting 
music from Animation, Quiet 
Fire or a sextet which plays 
ingenious head arrangements 
and includes D. Sharp, a subtly 
pushing drummer, and a bassist 
who walks and shifts gears with 
the sort of authority generally 
associated with Charlie Hay- 
den. 

Last Sunday night, however, 
we happened upon a short, 
blocky man of perhaps 50 with a 
generous nose and a full head of 
raven hair slicked back Lugosi- 
style. The publicity photo in the 
- window of the establishment 

hailed tenor player Lester Parker 
as “America’s foremost saxo- 
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uC and with a moniker 
like that how could he possibly 
be anything else? Somehow it 
would not quite be the same if 
his name were “Charles Young,” 
and besides, the uninitiated 
might well confuse him with the 
chap who plays tight end for the 
Philadelphia Eagles. 

If one passed Lester on the 
street, sans saxophone case, one 
might take him for a waiter at 
the Cafe Budapest with a rather 
bizarre sense of humor. He has a 
penchant for dark, formal suits, 
mustard-colored shirts and light 
orange, skinny ties, the kind that 
were all the rage on Broadway 
during the salad days of the 
“Peppermint Twist.” On his 
right pinky Parker sports a large, 
Nefertiti signet ring, while on the 
left ring finger is a smaller sig- 
net of Caesar. 

Lester is a bopper to the core, 
steeped in the tongues of Sonny, 
Dexter and, of course, Bird, with 
whom he says he jammed, circa 
1953, at the Open Door in Green- 
wich Village. “He was an ami- 
cable cat; some nights you could 
talk to him, some nights you 
couldn’t.” He knows what it 
means to blow on the changes of 
“Cherokee” with total strangers, 
a procession of trumpeters and 
saxophonists and various 
rhythm sections until sunrise. 

Now settled in Malden as an 
“industrial real estate agent,” 
Parker once drifted, playing on 
the Strip in Vegas, with Lionel 
Hampton’s band, on a record 
date in Los Angeles with 
trumpeter Carmell Jones, in 


cocktail lounges in San Francis- 
co and in Miami rhumba bands. 
He says he still pays his union 
dues to locals in New York, 
Miami and Los Angeles as well 
as Boston. 

Ever the hipster, Lester boasts 
of his vast collection of Dial, 
Alladin and Roost sides 
(“they’re the originals, man, on 
shellac; you drop ’em and boom, 
dat’s all folks”) and converses in 
the arcane but vivid lexicon of 
the wary bopper. Explaining his 
propensity for playing medleys, 
as opposed to one tune after the 
next, Parker observes, “After ya 
squeeze the orange on one, ya 
gotta go for the juice all over 
again. Ya lose the intensity, so I 
just keep on playin’.” 

He did not pick up a tenor 
saxophone until he was 20. “I 
had studied guitar for about six 
months before that,’’ he re- 
called, “but never did feel my 
bones.” After graduating high 
school in Boston, he moved to 
Detroit, where he was employed 
in a Chrysler defense plant. 
There he met Frank Foster, once

Basie and now regarded as a 


“musician’s musician” on reeds. 
“Frank was my original teacher 
and he was also the co-maker on 
a loan for my first tenor. had no 
fuckin’ bread and they wanted 
$500 for a new King.” 

At the 1369, Parker was 
accompanied by guitarist Gray 
Sargent, bassist Kenny Steiner 
and drummer Grover Mooney. 
But this consortium is subject to 
change almost as quickly as the 
melody lines in a medley. “Ya 
get a little stale sometimes, 
playin’ with the same cats,” Les- 
ter says. “It’s like livin’ with the 
same broad.” 

They opened here with “Close 
Your Eyes” at medium-bounce 
tempo. Lester took a stance with 
his left foot planted forward. 
Bending at the waist, he gently 
rocked to and fro, his head down 
and his eyes closed. The tone was 
dry, harsh, the attack aggres- 
sive and reasonably assured. He 
never strayed terribly far from 
the home base of the tune. 


“Close Your Eyes” fused into’ 


“In the Still of the Night.” It was 
not a particularly smooth tran- 
sition; the changes didnot quite 
dovetail: Lester;-as is often his 
wont, was in the upper register. 
“In the Still of the Night” 


evolved into “Mean To Me,” — 


which in turn became “I’ve Told 
Every Little Star.” Both the

several times. Fours were traded 
with the drummer. Lester Parker 
completed his out-chorus and 
took the microphone, which he 
otherwise eschewed throughout 
the set. ““That’s right, folks, put 
your hands together,” he im- 
plored the gathering. “It don't 
cost a thing.”

Just what you might expect 
from the handsome, homespun 
boy with the ingenuous grin, as 
he readily admits. To date, the 
oeuvre of 27-year-old Keith Car- 
radine certainly isn’t magic, and 
one has little difficulty believ- 
ing it’s all he knows. But he’s 
learning fast — life on the rock 
n’ roll trail is seeing to that. He 
admits that many of the aud- 
iences on his current tour have 
been lukewarm, and some down- 
right hostile. At Paul’s Mall re- 
cently, he was asked back for an 
encore only once (out of eight 
performances). “It’s not very 
good that I’m playing before the 
Burrito Brothers,’’ he moaned as 
he paced his hotel room. “Their 
music is different from mine and 
théy..attract a different kind of 
audience.” That may well be, 
but any seasoned group would 
provide an unflattering com- 
parison to this movie star’s fledg- 
ling skills. 

Carradine, of course, began as 
an actor. Or, more precisely, as a 
singing actor in the New York 
cast of Hair. Back in Holly- 
wood, he landed a small part in 
Lamont (Lipstick, The Last 
American Hero) Johnson’s 1970 
film A Gunfight, an offbeat anti- 
western with Kirk Douglas, 
Johnny Cash, Karen Black and 
Jane Alexander. His portrayal of 
the, goofy cathouse customer in 


Robert Altman’s McCabe and 
Mrs. Miller kicked off a long as- 
sociation with that director, who 
gave him roles as the on-the-lam 
bankrobber in Thieves Like Us 
and-as the pop music Casanova 
in Nashville, in which, as well as 


providing the’ movie’s theme 


song, “It Don’t Worry Me” (orig- 
inally written for Robert Ald- 
rich’s Emperor of the North), he 
performed his “I’m Easy,” the 
Oscar-winning tune currently 
nosing its way into the Top 10. 
Nashwille’s “I'm Easy” is not 
the one that appears on Car- 
radine’s new Asylum album of 
the same name, nor is the film’s 
lone guitar and exaggerated vi- 
brato all you hear on AM radio, 
The hit single is a studio version 
produced and arranged by Rich- 
ard Baskin for ABC’s movie 
soundtrack album. When that Ip 
came out in June, 1975, Car- 
radine, Baskin and Altman wres- 
ted an agreement from ABC that 
they would release “I’m Easy” as 
a single. “But,” says Cation 
“they didn’t think it would do 
anything. They always give you 
some runaround. ‘We don’t feel 
it actually has the commercial 
potential to really go to the top of 
the blah-blah-blah.’ And in ad- 
dition, they weren’t really in- 
terested in signing me as an ar- 
tist. The guy who was heading 
up production at the time didn’t 
like our project from the begin- 
ning — the movie, the album, he 
hated all of it and it was being 
sort of jammed down his throat, I 
suspect. Anyway, ABC released 
it as a single and didn’t give it 
any push. They didn’t print up 
enough sheet music or restock.

They killed it; they treated the 
album the same way.” 
Meanwhile, David Geffen, 
then the head of Asylum Rec- 
ords, caught a screening of Nash- 
ville and invited Carradine to 
make a record. At the time of the 
Academy Awards, just as “I’m 
Easy” was being waxed for the 
Asylum album, ABC indicated it 
intended to re-release the Nash- 


ville soundtrack single and this 
time give it a substantial push. 
In the end, realizing that ABC’s 
45 would sell Asylum’s lp, Car- 
radine and company acqui- 
esced. The Asylum version of 
“T’m Easy,” produced by LA Ex- 
press drummer John Guerin and 
arranged by one of Hollywood’s 
foremost soundtrack composers, 
David Grusin (whose brother 


Don piays keyboards in Car- 
radine’s touring band), is, if def- 
initely on the MOR side, much 
tastier than the movie's, with 
sexy Fender Rhodes jabs and 
high Arp-synthesized strings 


’ that recall the production on 


such Jimmy Webb tunes as 
“Wichita Lineman.” Neverthe- 
less, like the rest of the half- 
baked songs standing unstead- 
ily in the new album’s lush 


_movieland trappings, it seems a 


dwarf decked out in gaudy plat- 
form shoes. 

Easy is the word for Car- 
radine’s musical career to date, 
what with “not having to go 
through any of that mailing 
tapes bullshit” (although, at the 
time of Nashville, Arista Rec- 
ords requested a tape, which 


they returned, saying, as Carra- 


dine puts it, ““They didn’t think I 
was worth it’’). Besides his 
screen exposure, he comes from a 
well-known family: father John 
Carradine has appeared in at 
least 60 Hollywood movies from 
such John Ford classics as Stage- 
coach and The Grapes of Wrath 
to ignominies like Dracula Meets 
Billy the Kid and Sex Kittens Go 
to College. Older brother David 
is, of course, the star of Death 
Race 2000, the current Cannon- 
ball and TV’s infamous Kung 
Fu, while younger brother Rob- 
ert has turned in charmingly per- 
verse performances in Jackson 
County Jail and Pom Pom Girls. 
(By the way, trivia buffs, Keith’s 
great-grandfather founded the 
Holy Rollers — rock on!). Keith 
admits that the familiarity of his 
name has helped open some

Jeff Beck has the chops of a ti- 
tan, but he is only beginning to 
mature aesthetically. Because 


- everyone feared stifling his na- 


tive imagination, he became the 
most indulged popstar ever, 
growing up as a sort of juvenile 
delinquent Santa Claus — he 
had all these gifts, and insisted 
on smashing people’s heads in 


_ with them. Even on Wired he oc- 


casionally acts like a brat: his 
solo on “Come Dancing” ex- 
hibits a lack of communication 
that seems willful. But someone 
has finally convinced Beck not to 
be the goddam star all the time 
and to learn to work with a band. 
And Beck is gritting his teeth 
and learning to accept the dis- 


cipline. 

He hasn’t been with these 
players long — only pianist Max 
Middleton and occasional drum- 
mer Richard Bailey are hold- 
overs from the last album — but 
Beck has already learned enough 
about them to meet them on 
relatively equai terms. For in- 
stance, Jan Hammer, who plays 
synthesizer on about half the 
tracks, may not consciously be 
trying to upstage Beck, but the 
sparks that tend to fly from 
Hammer's fingers would have 
provoked a fight in the man who 
recorded Rough and Ready. To- 
day's Beck takes this as a spur, 
not a goad. This is the discipline 
he has needed to play important 
music by intention rather than 
happenstance. 

One more point: what music 
was derived from venerabie 
black ethnic forms, was raucous 
and lewd, and was played by 
wild kids out for a good time? 
I'm not talking about rock, mind 
you, but jazz. Get the picture? 


There is no such thing as fusion 
music because this music was all 
one to start with and only let it- 
self forget it. The only differ- 
ence nowadays is that the better 
self-proclaimed jazz players are 
trained to think beyond struc- 
ture. Beck was trained to think 
without structure, and that's 
why this liaison works so well. 
—Michael Bloom 


Woody Shaw: 
LOVE DANCE (Muse) 

This is the real, blessed, 
straight-ahead thing: a jazz al- 
bum all the way (no signs of 


compromise here) with several of . - 


the participants contributing 
distinctive compositions or ar- 
rangements as well as intense 
solos. Trumpeter Shaw hosted a 
similar convocation on last sum- 
mer’s The Moontrane; here he 
swells the band to nine pieces by 
adding a second saxophone. The 
four-horn ensemble is con- 
sequently darker and better able 
to interrupt the percussion-rich 
rhythm section with back- 
ground riffs or abrupt conclus- 


ions. 
Whether the tempo be lei- 


surely or fleet, Shaw delivers his . 


solos with his new-found sense of 
composure, a real sign of ma- 
turity in this young veteran. It’s 
not that he was ever excessively 
frantic (he was always more col- 
lected than Freddie Hubbard, 
whom he occasionally suggests in 
his upper-register bursts), but 
every line Shaw now plays con- 
veys absolute assurance. If Shaw 
were ever to let his imagination 
soar, he’d be a monster. 
Sessions of this type produce 
inspired moments, and Love 
Dance has several: the dramatic 
pause between Shaw's stunning 
choruses and Guilherme Fran- 


co's cowbell colorations on the 
title piece; the up-tempo modal 
cooking of alto saxophonist Rene 
McLean, recalling his father 
Jackie, on “Obsequious”; Steve 
Turre’s brass-deep chart and Ce- 
cil McBee’s singing bass on 
“Sunbath"”; the active rhythm 
section on “Zoltan’’; Turre’s 
bass trombone entrance on Billy 
Harper's stately, Horace Siiver- 
ish “Soulfully I Love You.” Un- 
fortunately, Turre, McLean, 
McBee and tenorman Harper get 
only two solos apiece while 
pianist Joe Bonner is featured on 
each track. Bonner’s solos sound 
imposing, with a great deai of ac- 
tivity and contrast, but their 
centers are empty; Bonner sug- 
gests what McCoy Tyner might 
sound like without that strong 
right hand..Otherwise, kudos to 
Shaw and company, and to pro- 
ducer Michael Cuscuna, who is 
involved in everything these 
days, from the Blue Note reis- 
sue series to Arista-Freedom's 
new recording sessions. Once 


Country and Western is a very

Kafka was Jewish, but don’t 
tell that to Gabriel Garcia. Not 
that the Catholicism in which 
Garcia’s adaptation of “In the 
Penal Colony” is steeped and the 
High Priest of Alienation make 
uncongenial bedfellows: Kaf- 
ka’s imagery is more arid, but 
the notions of original sin and re- 
demption through suffering are 
intrinsic to beth. But for the true 
believer in‘saints and miracles, 
redemption is reliable, while for 
habitucs of Kafka’s bleak, in- 
verted landscapes it is a dim — if 
the only — hope. After all, when 
you’re’ an oversized bug that 
used to be a person, you learn 
not to trust ‘too much in trans- 
figuration. ‘Still, whether for 
vaguely religious reasons or out 
of acute, almost debilitating 
father-fear, Kafka was obsessed 
with a sort of Old Testament Je- 
hovah: even a cruel gwd 
seemed more comforting than 
blind chance. 

It was from Schopenhauer, I 
believe, that Kafka borrowed the 
penal colony as a metaphor for 
the world. Into this Devil’s-Is- 
land of the imagination, mas- 
terminded and once ruled abso- 
lutely ‘by a Jehovah-like ““Com- 


mandant” on the principle that 


guilt ‘is the only certainty, Kaf- 
ka introduced’ a dispassionate 
stranger capable of perceiving 
that,-while. the remnants he ob- 
served of a bizarre totalitarian 
system (epitomized by the dead 
Commandant’s massive torture 
machine) were archaic and in- 
humane, there might be nothing 


hurt therefore am 


in soulless modernity to replace 
pain as an indication of authen- 


ticity: I hurt, therefore I am. The _ 


machine, which tattoos a con- 
demned man’s “sentence” into 
his flesh over the excruciating 
course of 12 hours, literally pene- 
trates to his innermost being 
and, according to its advocates, 
brings about a kind of purifica- 
tion prior to oblivion that is all 
the lowlife will ever know of God: 

In La Condena (The_Sen- 
tence), which was evidently a 


screenplay before metamor- - 


phosing into.a theater piece, Ga- 
briel Garcia transforms Kafka’s 
story into a private religious 
ritual: masochism as High Mass. 
Baroque suffering is juxtaposed 
with a’ ¢arnival frenzy indicat- 
ing the sufferer’s epiphany. Two 
of the play’s intercofnected 
scenes take place within the 
dream world of The Other, a 
character corresponding to The 
Officer in the original. The im- 
plication here is that The For- 
eigner who finds torture abhor- 
rent and The Other who finds it 
glorious are aspects of the same 
self. At the play’s conclusion, it 
is The Foreigner and not The 
Other who sets the mechanism 
in motion for the latter’s skew- 
ering. The followers of The 
Other, whom The Foreigner mis- 
takenly believed he was liberat- 
ing, turn against their deliverer. 
Finally the entire scene disinte- 
grates into the hissing and eerie 
whispers with which it began, 
and The Foreigner retreats 


whence he came — as if the 


play’s macabre proceedings, in- 
cluding the dreams of The 
Other, had taken place in The 
Foreigner’s schismatic 
tion. 

Steeped simultaneously in the 
gothic horror and cherubic inno- 
cence (the chorus consists of 
children) of a rite of sacrifice, La 
Condena is more an analogue to 
than an outright adaptation of

author, it is being performed, 
primarily in Spanish, by the His- 
panic Theatre Company of Bos- 
ton in conjunction with Play- 
wrights’ Platform.

Foreigner. Though there is a 
great deal of argument that is 
Greek to spectators with little 


- knowledge of Spanish, the pro- 


duction is taut and sensually in- 
triguing. In the beginning The 
Foreigner is seemingly trans- 
ported to an abandoned, other- 


worldly spot by primitive drums. 
(It sounds as if the Emperor 
Jones were being cornered, 
calypso-style.) The space is 
dominated by the torture ma- 
chine, a mammoth jungle gym 
over’ which looms a cross, be- 
tween a blood-red cone and a 
cosmic diaphragm. The instru- 
ment of destruction is wrapped, 
as if by Cristo, in canvas on 
pulleys. 

The surrealistic ‘‘Mass” and 
“Circus” fantasies materialize 
within the machine and then 


apill out, depicting both the awe 
and festivity with which The 
Other and his leper-like fol- 
lowers greet pain and death. 
Bathed in red eo amber light, 
Trafic, like some weird Abra- 
ham, goes through the familiar 
priestly motions over the pas- 
sive body of a condemned man. 
Then, after the penalty has been 
set in motion, the ritual dis- 
solves into a raucous celebration 
replete with double-edged laugh- 
ter, a mimed marching band, 
Lawrence Welk bubble-blow- 
ing, and much skittering up and 
down the scaffolding. In the 
third fantasy, ironically dubbed 
“The Last Supper,” The Other 
plays his own nemesis, the New 
Superior (Commandant) who 
wishes to dispense with torture, 
the assumption of guilt without 
trial, The Other's whole frame of 
reference. With mock grandilo- 
quence, The Other metes out his 
own sentence. 

Garcia explains in a murky pro- 
gram note that he utilizes a clas- 
sical chorus in hopes of invoking 
the sense of the tragic so.long in 
mummer’s mothballs. The on- 
stage business of the chorus, heavy 
on strained laughter and clanking 
chains, is occasionally contrived, 
even distracting, but the whoosh- 
ing, echoing sound it provides 
lends La Condena a ghost-town 
atmosphere that is apt and chill- 
ing. Jorge Drosten and especially 
Carlos Trafic (here quite subdued 
in contrast with his manic perfor- 
mance in Okay Doc) project = 
an urgency and a spookiness tha 
have no need of line-by-line Aaa 
lation.

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When naivete and modernity merge 


by Kenneth Baker 
Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts’ Bicentennial survey of the 
art of Copley, Stuart, and West 
is necessarily somewhat abbre- 
viated by the unavailability for 
loan this year of many key pic- 
tures. But perhaps as impres- 
sive as a full-scale show of those 
18th-century masters is the 
museum’s compromise: a splen- 
did array of “Paintings by New 
England Provincial Artists, 
1775-1800,”" organized by guest 
curator Nina Fletcher Little. 
The concurrence of these two 
shows allows us to see and ques- 
tion the differences between 
naive and sophisticated paint- 
ing of a specific period. One of 
the easiest realizations is that 
the same conventions structure 
many of the most “provincial” 
pictures and most of the “‘sophis- 
ticated” ones, for the social uses 
of painting were largely the same 
both to the wealthy Boston 
society patrons (and their 
European counterparts) and to 
the less wealthy but prosperous 
merchants and professionals who 
commissioned so much of the 
work of painters native to New 
England. A portrait was a cele- 
bration of the sitter’s achieved 
social role as well as a com- 
memoration of his or her ap- 
pearance for subsequent family 
generations. As to the study of 
character revealed by that ap- 
pearance, the presumption was 
perhaps that anyone commis- 
sioning a portrait had a right to 
expect a fair shake at the hands 
of the artist. The potential for 
the discernment of character 
seems to have been of interest 
primarily to the artists them- 
selves, though there are many 
appreciations of particular works 
at that time which praise an 
artist’s handling of the task. 
The compositional conven- 
tions characteristic of the pro- 
vincial portraits are a reflection 
of the European manner. The 
sitter is customarily in an in- 
terior setting framed by some 
drapery or a piece of furniture, 
sometimes accompanied by ap- 
purtenances of a profession or 
tokens of prosperity. Frequently

the foreground space of the sit- 
ter will give way to a glimpse of 
scenery behind. Sometimes this 


snatch of background space is 


treated as if it were the province 
of memory, as in Winthrop 
Chandler’s portrait of his 


brother, Captain Samuel 


Chandler. There the back- 
ground scene is an unspecified 
Revolutionary War battle, al- 
luding both to the sitter’s ex- 
periences and to our reason for 
remembering him. In Ralph 
Earl’s portrait of Colonel Wil- 
liam Taylor, such scenery is 
made the common interest of the 
artist and his subject: Taylor, an 
amateur artist, is shown sketch- 
ing the snippet of landscape the 
portraitist has put into his paint- 
ing. 
In contrast to Copley, Stuart, 


and West, each of whom was 
quick to seek out the most 
worldly artistic examples they 
could find, most of the pro- 
vincial painters either were self- 
taught or came to picture- 
making from a background of 
decorative or sign painting. This 
is suggested by the flat, pat- 
terned look of so many of the 
New England artists’ pictures. J. 
Budington’s “Little Girl with 
Kitten” is typical, the back- 
ground divided between. a pa- 
pered wall and an open door- 
way. The wallpaper design is so 
evidently a part of the picture 
surface that it recalls Matisse’s 
and Cezanne’s much later use of 
given patterns to stress a pic- 
ture’s flatness. The little girl’s 
skirt is spread across the fore- 
ground, generalizing her pose as 


a sitting one. And the railing be- 
hind the open doorway brings 
the background space close, 
making the swatch of scenery 


took little tthe a pictese @ithin 


the painting. There are just a few 
hints of volume at the edges of 
the girl’s skirt, under her chin, 
and around the legs of the 
possum-like “kitten.” The so- 
phistication of Copley’s art, for 
example, is understandable in 
terms of his ability to make con- 
vincing a sense of fleshly volume 
in his subjects, their weighty oc- 
cupancy of empty space. To the 
modern eye, the almost em- 
blematic flatness of many pro- 
vincial paintings, like Buding- 
ton’s, has as much appeal as the 
carefully wrought illusions of 


depth and appearance in Cop- 


ley’s or West’s work. 


The mark of “provincial” 


American painting is perhaps a 
concentration upon detail at the 
expense of the total organiza- 
tion of a picture; awkward- 


nesses seem to develop in many. 


of them because the painter 
rather idiosyncratically devotes 


_ concentration to the picture sur- 


face, perhaps forgetful of the 
whole while working at a detail. 
Yet many of these provincial pic- 
tures succeed in their own way 
quite as well as the works of the 
trained painters do in theirs. For 
if we try to make a general dis- 
tinction between sophisticated 
and naive style of the period, it 
would have to be done by point- 
ing to the relation of details to 
the whole. picture. Yet as spec- 
tators of modern art, we really do 
not need to make this distinc- 
tion, at least not as far as evalua- 


tion is concerned: thanks to the - 


work of modernists like Matisse, 
we are able to appreciate that 
the organization of a picture 
purely in terms of pattern can be 
quite as sophisticated as the ef- 
fect of an illusionistic spatial 
composition, however con- 


‘vincing. The extraordinarily re- 


sourceful use of pattern in John

citizenry. The horror of the 
Japanese internment camps in 
the West is well known, but the 
widespread public support for 
them is surprising. In 1942 the 
ostensibly liberal New Republic 
commended the government: 
“The Justice Department has 
acted widely in restricting the 
residence area of the Japanese.” 
In 1943, Assistant Secretary of 
State Breckinridge Long, a no- 
torious anti-Semite, blocked 
sending a bribe to Bulgarian of- 
ficials for the lives of 40,000 Jews 
at $2.50 a head. Where would we 
put them? he asked. General 
Marshall viewed black soldiers 
as intellectually inadequate for 
leadership roles. Some wartime 
concessions were made to 
liberals, but only, according to 
Blum, when politically ex- 
pedient. On Columbus Day, 
1942, just before the congres- 
sional elections, Roosevelt eased 
restraints on unnaturalized 
Italian “enemy Aliens” because 
Democrats needed the Italian 


vote. 


Blum presents an affectionate 
yet critical profile of America at 
war which is well worth reading. 
Yet it is also frustrating, for he 
fails to convey a very important 
and remarkable experience 
shared by Americans who lived 
through the war: an enthusias- 
tic sense of national unity and 
common purpose, of participa- 
tion in a righteous cause in 
which the stakes were high and, 
in the end, the good guys pre- 
vailed : 


This triumphant experience 
and its impact on all Ameri- 
cans, especially veterans, is not 
lost on Joseph Goulden. Bor- 
rowing his title from William 
Wyler’s 1947 film, The Best 
Years of Our Lives, Goulden 
examines an optimistic, pros- 
perous and powerful America in 
the years between Hiroshima 
and Korea. It is an exciting, 
anecdote-spiced book. “I can 
look back at that period now and 
say they truly were the best 


years,” says Harold Russell, the 


double amputee and amateur ac- 
tor who won an Academy Award 
for his performance in The Best 


Years of Our Lives. ““The guys 


were idealistic ... you’d hear 
guys say, “The one thing I want 
to make sure of is that this never 
happens again.’” 

The Best Years is a tapestry of 
personal recollection, interviews 
and historical narrative. Goul- 
den’s aim is to recreate the am- 
biance of the five years as they 
were rather than what they 
should or might have been or 
through what hindsight might 
reveal, and for this reviewer he 
succeeds. 

No people in history have dis- 
engaged themselves so abruptly 
from the ways of war. 10,000,000 
Gls rushed home so quickly that 
the nation’s economy and insti- 
tutions couldn’t absorb them. 
New York apartments were 
harder to find than snipers in 
China, an annoyed ex-sergeant 
remarked. College freshmen on 
the GI Bill found themselves 
attending English comp. in 
crowded Army surplus tents. 

It seemed that most people 
just wanted to forget about the 
war. The Best Years of Our Lives 
was one of the few post-war films 
dealing with the war to make any 
money. Meanwhile, the lucra- 
tive afternoon radio fantasyland 
of soap operas (Stella Dallas, 
Just Plain Bill, etc.) and kid 
shows pandered to the national 
moral consensus that good could 


‘ triumph over evil. Of course the 


shows also peddied products: 
membership in Tom Mix’s 
Square Shooter Club required 
the consumption of three bowls

Goulden’s cast of characters is 
more varied and remarkable 
than a circus troupe: William 
Leavitt, who solved the nation’s 
housing shortage almost single- 
handedly by mass-producing 
staple-and-glue, ticky-tacky 
houses; an Indiana zoologist 
named William Kinsey who 
helped bring the study of sex out 


from behind the barn and whose 
pedantic volume of charts and 
statistics became an erotic best- 
seller; Earl “Mad Man” Muntz, 
a former LA used-car salesman 
who insured that even the 
poorest household could afford a 
TV.

Nor has Nashville always 
helped. “Occasionally I’ve been

try artist by people who saw the 
movie and assumed that what I 
was trying to do was play coun- 
try music, when I’ve never made 
any claim to have anything to do 
with country. In fact, I was the 
one character in the movie who 
was not a country artist .... 
The music the Burritos play is 
really not my cup of tea.” But if 


Altman’s film and. the Car- 
radine name haven’t always 
smoothed the way, winning an 
Oscar certainly has, leaving the 
novice pop star open to accusa- 

tions of being “manufactured.” 
“If I am,” pre Keith testily, 
“I don’t know who’s doing it.” 
But has he paid his dues? “No, I 
feel I haven’t in a lot of ways, but 
it’s just a matter of doing things 
backwards. The first thing I did 
was a movie soundtrack. Usually 
an artist establishes himself and 
then does something like that. 


Then I got a single. Then I got an 


album. And now I’m going out 
and learning how to play music. 
It’s all totally backwards, but it’s 
the way it happened, and I just 
gotta giggle and give in and go 
with whatever's going on. I'm not 
complaining, that’s for sure.” 
No,-one assumes not. But many 
a more skilled, more seasoned 
musician might be outraged at 
Carradine’s assertion that now 
he is “paying back taxes” by 
“going out and getting exper- 


-jence in front of audiences and 


spending this much time on the 
road. moving from place to 
place.” When asked if it seems 
odd to him that others struggle 
for years with the vicissitudes of 
the musician’s life, always con- 
fronting the choice of whether to 
continue or to give up and do 
something more feasible, Car- 
radine turns Hollywood ar- 
rogant: “I didn’t choose to have 


that choice confront me. I mean, | 
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people do what they want todo.” — 

Carradine reveals that his 
master plan was always to make 
a record (he’s been playing gui- 
tar and piano since he was 14), 
but “it was important to me to 
establish myself as an actor first, 
because I didn’t want the stig- 
ma of being a singer first and 
having people say, ‘Oh this guy’s 
just a singer and he thinks he can 
act.’ I had planned to be both.” 
Of course, many who hear his al- 
bum or catch his act will say just 
the opposite. While his voice, 
like that of such bad media- 
hyped singers as Cher Bono All- 
man, is almost maddeningly dis- 
tinctive (and, to my surprise, he 


-has_ taken voice lessons for 


years), it lurches wildly around 
pitches instead of hitting them, 
and in. most of his songs one 
must wade past waves of vi- 
brato to discover what the mel- 
ody is. Best when waxing teeny- 
bopper poignant over a lone gui-. 
tar or piano, he is ill at ease 
fronting his four-piece band (an 
adequate but undistinguished 
amalgamation except for Don 
Grusin’s deft keyboard work), 
and his voice acquires a cartoon 
quality during the faster, more 
“funkified’”’ numbers — Mel 
Blanc sings the blues. Many of 
his songs are woefully amateu- 
rish, but Carradine brushes criti- 
cism aside with the old Rod Mc- 
Kuen argument that “if the 
people like it, it must ‘be good.” 
Nevertheless, he admits that he 
had very little to do with the pro- 
duction and arrangements on his 
Asylum album and is ambiva- 
lent about the results. “There 
were areas that I had doubts 
about. I did a lot of talking my- 
self into things on that record, 
because I didn’t want to deal 
with having to do things over - 
again. I wanted to finish the rec- 
ord and get it released. It was my 
first record. I had doubts. David 
[Geffen] signed me to the com- 
pany and then left and Joe 
Smith was the new president. He 
didn’t sign me as an artist and I 
had no idea how he felt about 
me. I trusted Dave [Grusin] and 
John [Guerin], but I felt that 
they were sometimes stifling. 
Yeah, it’s overproduced and mo- 
vie music in some areas. The 
songs on the album are not the 
songs I started out with. Some- 
times there’s too much fixing of 
the dishes for the fitness of the 
victuals. They changed things 
musically; a lot of structural 
changes were done. I have had no 
training at all, so when I write a 
song, the natural arrangement 
that comes out — well, profes- 
sional people who know music 
inside and out in all its tech- 
nical aspects feel that the form 
has got to be right or it bothers 
their ear. Whereas me, not know- 
ing what good or bad form is — I 
mean fuck, I just write the song. 
I feel they’re wrong in a way but 
in another way they're right. My 
version might be so pure that it’s 
not accessible to-a lot of people. 
This is what David Geffen told 
me: ‘If you’re not gonna sell re- 
cords you-might as well not bo- 
ther making them.’ So there 
were changes that would take 
place and my immediate reac- 
tion would be one of horror. But 
then I would think about it: 
maybe it’s easier to listen to this 
way. There were some things I 
was really grateful for.” Before 
easing himself out for his final 
Paul’s Mall performance, Car- 
radine, a pop star famous among 
other things for the fact that he 
is not a musician, was kind 
enough to rate his own skills with 
a measure of self-effacement.

The Family Arsenal is far 
more perceptive about places, 
generally, than about people.

hand. If you do it with a degree 


“of: seriousness, it doesn’t make | 


any difference what you’re 
writing. The novelist who dares 
nothing else is saying, in a way, 
‘I have a slender talent, I am a 
novelist. I don’t write book re- 
views, I don’t write short stories, 
I don’t write travel books, be- 
cause I can’t.” Theroux attri- 
butes this mixture of snobbery 
and timidity prevalent among 
American authors to the patron- 
age they receive from founda- 
tions and academe. For teach- 
ing he has an ex-teacher’s dis- 
dain. “Though there’s nothing 
wrong with being an academic, 
it’s not being- a writer. And I 
would say it’s incompatible with 
the profession of letters.” 

As much as anything else, it is - 
his notion of the profession of let- 
ters that attaches Theroux to 
London, though he admits, “I 
don’t know how much longer I'll 
stay there — but I don’t know 
how much longer it will be 
there.” He has a blithe com- 
tempt for most American wri- 
ters, and his favorite novelists 
are almost all English or from 
Commonwealth countries (he 
-has written a study of V.S. 
Naipaul). Yet he remains an 
American, for, as he writes of 
Hood, “In this werld there was 
no exile for an American.” Our 
international effect, like the re- 
sponsibility we all share, is ines- 
capable. 


And Theroux’s background, 
despite the traces of an English 
accent he has acquired, is all- 
American, “My father sells shoes 
in Medford. I don’t come from a 
bookish family, but a family that 
respected books.’ (It has 
spawned not only Paul but 
novelist Alexander Theroux, and 
a third brother, now a student at 
Harvard, is bound, according to 
Paul, to become a writer too.) 
“Like a lot of people of my 
generation, I was a late 
developer and I came to fiction 
very late. After nothing in high 
school, nothing in particular, I 
went to college [as a pre-med 
student] and read Baudelaire 
and Kafka — the sort of gloomy 
things an 18- or 19-year-old is 
interested in. I couldn’t make 
head or tail of James. The first 
writer I really took to was 
Camus.”” Even today, Theroux 


seems to. be diligently educating 
himself, reading, among others, 
Flaubert and Thomas Mann. 
“It’s American. self-improve- 
ment, catching up. You keep at 
it.” 

Theroux has certainly kept at 


- writing as well as reading. He’s 


still in his 30s yet The Family 
Arsenal is his tenth book. It’s 
also probably his best. ©)

When the theater started Liv- 
ing it up in the ’60s, one of its 
triumphs and casualties was 
Euripides’s The Bacchae. It be- 
came a hippie anthem, a pag- 
eant wherein the god-denying, 
authoritarian Pentheus stood for 
the loathed Establishment, the 
unisexual Dionysus became a 
sort of divine Digger, and mod- 
ern Maenads shed their clothes, 
tripping psychedelically through 
the mezzanine and cajoling re- 
pressed audiences into shedding 
Apollonian vestments for a nude 


‘romp onstage. The fervor of 


youth has congealed a good deal 
since then: flower children long 
ago gave way to beggars and the 
occasional horror-hippie. Of the 
latter, Charles Manson remains 
the most vivid paradigm, and 
now the Open Door Theater has 
unfurled a Bacchae more sug- 
gestive of Helter Skelter than the 
Summer of Love. The ingre- 
dients are the same: a man 
claiming to be a god, his band of 
killer-women whose belfries have 
been chemically rearranged, the 
unbelieving Establishment en- 
emy who must be destroyed, and 
the grisliness of it all. 

I doubt the Open Door com- 
pany intends a Manson parallel. 
John Snyder’s Dionysus rarely 
resembles scruffy Charlie; there 
are no Schechner-esque modifi- 
cations here, no shaven heads or 
“Piggies” scrawled in blood. But 
director Richard McElvain has, 
perhaps unwittingly, trans- 
formed the play to emphasize 


even further the god’s barbar- 
ism and his ruthless possession 
of the women. In Euripides’s 
play, Dionysus has driven the 
women of Thebes utterly mad as 
punishment for their disbelief. 
These Thebans stand in con- 
trast to the Chorus of Asian Bac- 
chae, who are calmer, more re- 
flective, more intellectually re- 
verent. Usually the only lethally 
lunatic bacchante we see is 
Agave, wildly brandishing her 
son’s head, which she mistakes 
for a mountain lion’s, and the 
horror she inspires in the calmer 
Asian Chorus parallels our own. 

But McElvain has made his 
Chorus as rabid as Agave — de- 
vising with choreographer Jill 
McCarthy a snaky coital ritual 
and adding sequences in which 
new members are inducted into 
the Theban fold. Hence frenzy 
prevails from the start. Though 
this blunts the impact of Agave’s 
eventual realization that she has 
murdered her son, it lends the 
production an atmosphere of 
primitive brutality and bedlam 
that is as diabolical as, well, the 
Spahn Ranch. 


All this choral delirium af- 
fords the Open Door troupers a 
chance to use their Pine Bank 
Kettlebowl. They leap down the 
woodsy slopes, lurk in the un- 
derbrush, light torches at sunset 
— all of which makes the great 
outdoors seem appropriately 
menacing. During Dionysus’s fi- 
nal speech, McElvain has clev- 
erly placed him on the rim of the 
bowl, almost out of the audi- 
ence’s view. He delivers his 
curses from on high, like the dis- 
tant, terrifying god we envision. 
John Snyder rises to the occas- 
ion (most of the acting is mid- 
dling at best), making of Diony- 
sus an ironic, gloating decadent, 
pretty, proud and easily piqued. 
Almost as good is Allan Wasser- 
man as Pentheus. Though far 
from the beardless boy the part 
calls for, Wasserman evinces 
early on a soupcon of closet 
homosexuality which lends 
credibility to his later transves- 
tism. Drums, flutes and gongs 
add a portentous ambiance quite 
appropriate to a production 
which, if not purely Euripidean, 
has its own dark, sensuous 
power.
